LEE QUITS AS GAA 
HEAD AND SAYS 
WEEKS URGED 
nM TO RESIGN 


‘Working Relations’ Not 
Satisfactory to Secre- 
tary—Charles J. Low- 
en Jr. Named to Top 
Post. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (UP) 
—Frederick B. Lee resigned to- 
day as Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministrator. He said he had 
been asked to quit by Secretary | 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks 
because of a “lack of satisfac- 
tory working relations’ with 
Weeks’s office. 


President Eisenhower accept- 
ed Lee’s resignation and ap- 
pointed Deputy Administrator 
Charles J. Lowen Jr. of Denver, 
Colo., to succeed him. Lee was 
appointed administrator two 
and a half years ago by Mr. Eis- 
enhower. Both he and Lowen 
are Republicans. 

Lee, in a letter to the Presi- 
dent, said that Weeks had asked 
him to resign because of a “lack 
of satisfactory working relations 
between his office and me.” He 
told the President that Weeks 
“did not advise me of any par- 
ticular instance of this nor did 
he indicate any instance when I 
failed to administer the CAA in 
a sound, competent and efficient 
manner.” 

The administrator said he 
wrote two letters to the Presi- 
dent, one stating that Weeks had 
asked him to quit, and another, 
made public by the White 
House, offering his resignation. 

Reports Not Far Off. 

Lee told the United Press 
that published reports that he 
had been under pressure to 
- “probably weren’t too far 
off.” 

“I don’t want to be question- 
ing the President's decision,” he 
said, “I certainly accept it. 
What's back of it is sort of past

Assist in Persuading

President Eisenhower may be | 
asked by some influential Mis- | 
souri Republican leaders. to. 
intercede in state party affairs, 
by personally appealing to 
prominent persons to become 
candidates for governor and 
United States senator on the 
Missouri G.O.P. ticket in next 
year’s election, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told yesterday. 

State party leaders, it was 
reported, are hoping that the | 
President, if he decides to seek | 
re-election in 1956, will lend a 
hand in Missouri to bolster the 
party’s chances of carrying the 
state next November. 

Among those who the leaders 


hope can be induced to run 


are Chancellor Ethan A. H. 
Shepley of Washington Univer- | 
sity; his brother, John R. Shep- | 
ley, vice president of St. Louis 
Union Trust Co.; Richmond C 
Coburn, St. Louis attorney, and 
former State Senator R. Jasper | 
Smith of Springfield. 

Ethan Shepley’s Position. | 

It is hoped that either of the 
Shepley brothers can be sold 
on the idea of running for) 
governor. Ethan Shepley, how- | 
ever, has stated flatly on sev-| 
eral occasions that he would 
not be a candidate next year, 
declaring that he has no inten- | 
tion of giving up his present | 
job of heading Washington 
University’s development and 
expansion program and fund | 
drive. | 

The leaders also have their 
eyes on Coburn, either as a 
candidate for governor or for | 
United States Senator. Smith, 
a Springfield attorney who was 
regarded as an able and astute 
state senator, is considered by 
many Republicans as a strong 
potential candidate for United 
States senator. 

Whereas state Democratic po-| 
litical activity has been hum- 
ming at a fast pace for more 
than a month, the Republican 
political front has been unusual- | 
ly quiet and lethargic. Seven can- 
didates already have filed or 
announced their candidacies for 
Democratic nominations next 
year, and others are getting 
ready to do so. No Republican 
has filed for state office so far. 

Most Republicans who have 
been thinking of running for 
state offices are holding up) 
their decisions until Mr. Eisen- | 
hower decides whether to seek 

re-election. 

State G.O.P. Chairman Perry 
Compton said yesterday he 
does not think the Republicans 
will start filing or announcing 
their candidacies until shortly | 
before the annual state G.O.P. 
Lincoln day meeting, which will | 
be held next February in St. 
Louis. Missouri Republicans | 
hope the President's decision | 
on seeking re-election will be 
known by that time. 

The Republicans would, of 
course, be more confident of 
victory in Missouri if Mr. Eis- | 
enhower seeks a second term. 
But some leaders say that even 
if he decides to run, it may be 
necessary for him to make a 
personal appeal to assure get- | 
ting top candidates on the Mis- 
souri G.O.P. ticket. 

Many persons have been 
mentioned in Republican cir- 
cles as possible candidates for | 
state offices next year. The po- | 
tential gubernatorial candidates | 
include Representative Thomas 
B. Curtis of Webster Groves, 
State Senator James P. Kelly 
of Trenton, Circuit Judge Ran- | 
dolph H. Weber of Poplar Bluff | 
and former State Representa- 
tive Richard M. Webster of 
Carthage 

Other possible candidates in- | 
clude Jesse E. Smith of Spring-

IN KILLING OF 
GIRL AT COLLEGE 


Body, With 4 Bullet: 
Wounds, Found on 


University of Omaha 


Campus. 


OMAHA, Dec. 10 (AP)—Ap- 
parent lack of motive for the 
murder of a 20-year-old girl, 
whose body was found on the 
University of Omaha campus 
today, mystified police. They 


said neither robbery nor rape 
led to the crime, but they did 
not completely rule out the 
possibility of a sex attack. 

The victim was Carolyn Marie 
Nevins, junior honor student 
and part-time employe at the 
university library. Her body, 
with four bullet wounds, was 
discovered about 4:10 a.m. by 
a bakery truck driver and de- 
tectives who had been sum- 
moned by the girl’s father when 
she failed to reach home. 

Detectives said there was no 
sign of a struggle, but the girl's 
clothing had been disarranged. 
They said the girl apparently 
had crawled about 150 feet be- 
fore she died, Her shoes and 
head scarf were found about 40 
feet from the body. 

One bullet had passed through 
her upper left arm, another 
struck her in the left arm and 
entered her lung. A third struck 
her in the breast bone and a 
fourth in the left shoulder. She 
had a bruise over one eye and 
powder burns, indicating the 
shots had been fired at close 
range. 

Acting County Coroner 
George Sullivan said there was 
no evidence she had been crimi- 
nally assaulted. 

Partly Covered by Snow. 

The body was partly covered 
by an early morning snow and 
lay about 200 feet from Dodge 
street, a main east-west thor- 
oughfare. The university is in 
one of Omaha's best residential 
sections. 


Arthur J. Nevins, Omaha in- | 


surance executive, said he had 
planned to meet his daughter 
at the university at 10 p.m. and | 
take her home. He was delayed , 
nearly an hour, he said, and 
when he arrived, she was gone. 
He retraced his route and then, 
thinking she had taken a ride 
with friends, returned home. 

Police said the girl's purse 
was still on her arm and she 
had two dimes, apparently in- 
tended for bus fare, clutched 
in her hand. The purse con- 
tained a check for $4.10, some 
small change and personal 
items. 


She had won superior ratings 
in a debate tournament Fri- 
day afternoon and worked from 
8:30 to 10 p.m. at the library 
which is in the main college 
building. 

Seen By Instructor. 

Among the last persons to see 
Miss Nevins alive was Frank 
Paulsen, an English instructor. 
He said he was leaving the 
building about 10:55 p.m. and 
was getting into his car when 
he saw Miss Nevins sitting at 
the bus stop. He recognized her 
and offered her a ride but she 
declined.

Sheriff Jack Knudtson spec-|

“The ablest young men and women 
eligible for graduate and professional 
training are not turning to education as 
they once did and as the nation’s needs 
require,’ they observed 

They held salary discrimination respon- 
sible for “disaffection” in some teachers— 
“pervading pessimism, extending in ex- 
fellow travel- 
ing and other educational sabotage.” 

“Adequate compensation is not a 
bribe, nor is it a cure,” they concluded, 
“It is simply an assurance that intel- 
lectual leadership maintains a balanced 
economic status with its contemporaries, 
On that foundation we can still expect 
deviation and criticism, but it can be 
sincere and rational, not poisoned by 
the facts of injustice, neglect and hu- 
miliation.” 


As these and other educational prob- 
‘lems aroused increasing discussion, attacks 
rained on the White House Conference 
from both sides of the fence. When the 


President first suggested such a meeting, 
many called it‘a stalling device to put 
off doing anything tangible about the 


school problem. Later, when detailed 


plans of the conference were announced, 


there were charges that it was stacked 
against federal aid. 

Finally, when the conference had gotten 
underway, those who opposed federal aid, 
charged that the meeting had been rigged 
ahead of time to come out for a federal 
spending program, 

Actually, that outcome appears to have 
been inevitable. Professional educators 
quite naturally took a lead in discussions 
and were handed most of the work of 
drafting conference reports, since they 
were familiar with educational problems 
and educational jargon. 

One of the delegates, a Minnesota 
lawyer who leaned against federal aid, 
commented ruefully: “Asking the ‘pros’

TWO BIG OBSTACLES in the path of 


| federal aid stand as firm as ever. One is 


the issue of racial segregation in the 
schools. Some liberals customarily try to 
use federal aid proposals as clubs to en- 
force the United States Supreme Court's 
decision prohibiting segregated school sys- 
tems.

From the Lawyers Guild 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I would like to commend you most 
heartily for your forthright stand in 
urging that it would be “in the best 
interests of all concerned,” to have 
the case of National Lawyers Guild 
v. Brownell heard by the Supreme 
Court. Your editorial, “A Case to Be 
Heard” (Nov. 23), with its account 
of the guild’s past activities and your 
mention of the many prominent per- 
sons who have been associated with 
the guild was very fine indeed. 

I would like, however, to point out 
to you that the editorial twice con- 
tained an inaccuracy in stating that 
the Attorney General has already 
placed the guild on his list of “sub- 
versive organizations.” This is not 
the fact. 

Shortly after the Attorney General 
announced in speeches before the 
American Bar Association and 
AMVETS that “the evidence is clear 
that ... the National Lawyers Guild 
... has become... the legal mouth- 
piece of the Communist party,” and 
that he was “now prepared to make 
this determination public” and to 
proceed to place the guild on his list 
of “subversive organizations,” the 
guild brought suit to enjoin the At- 
tornéy General from proceeding. 

All administrative proceedings 
have been stayed for the intervening 
two years during which this matter 
has been before the several federal 
courts. Thus, not only has the guild 
not been listed, but the hearing which 
the Attorney General proposes to 
hold in advance of listing has not 
taken place. 

The issue before the Supreme 
Court on the guild’s petition for cer- 
tiorari is whether the guild must ex 
haust its administrative remedies— 
that is, go through with the hearing 
—hbefore it can challenge in the 
courts the basic power, the proced- 
ures and the public prejudgment by 
the Attorney General in this case. 

The very fact that newspapers of 
the caliber of the Post-Dispatch and 
The New York Times (which has 
made similar errors in the past) are 
under the impression the guild has 
in fact been listed, serves only to em- 
phasize the guild's argument of the 
severity of the consequences of the 
Attorney General’s prejudgment of 
the issue.

* Money in Campaigns 

While predicting that the Republicans in the 
next presidential campaign would spend several 
times the $16,000,000 they are said to have spent 
in 1952, Democratic National Committee Chair- 
man Paul Butler also announced that he will 
join Republican Chairman Leonard Hall, in an 
appeal to the public for contributions to cover 
the cost of electioneering. 


So far as 1952 is concerned, nobody really 
knows how much was spent on behalf of either 
party. There are too many ways of using money 
without having to make a report. That f¥ why 
the Post-Dispatch long ago suggested small gifts 
from many sources, as well as full publicity for 
all political spending. 

Money may pervert an election even uninten- 
tionally if it provides one side with far more 
opportunities than the other for making its 
appeal. More dangerous is the fact, stressed by 
Senator Douglas of Illinois, that big gifts are 
likely to come from those” who are thinking of 
government contracts, jobs, special legislation, 
changes in regulations and other favors. 


Congress had—and still has even at the 
eleventh hour—a chance to rationalize the elec- 
tion laws. Last year Senator Hennings of 
Missouri introduced a well-considered bill. It 
recognizes the cost of campaigning brought 
about by radio and television. So for the pre- 
posterous limit of $3,000,000 on each of the na- 
tional committees, it substitutes ceilings based 
on the number of votes in previous elections. 


The Hennings bill contains no such debatable 
features as free radio and TV time, or support 
of campaigning at public expense. Its chief re- 
quirement is full publicity—to which the voters 
are entitled and which candidates should wel- 
come. Yet it is doubtful that a Congress return- 
ing to Washington less than a year before Elec- 
tion Day will pass in its last months a bill which 
it did not adopt earlier. 

But what Congress may not do, the candidates 
ean do. They and their managers can insist that 
all money spent in their behalf be reported to 
them so that they may make a full public report. 
They can refuse support where they question 
motives. They can try to discourage big contri- 
butions and promote more and more smal! ones, 
If each citizen who voted for President Eisen- 
hower or Gov. Stevenson had contributed only 
a dollar, both parties would have had more than 
ample funds. 

Law or no law, more and more people are 
becoming aware of the part money plays in elec- 
tions. They know that expenses are unavoidable, 
but they are also opening their eyes to the 
signs of “expense no consideration” campaign- 
ing. They are bound to be impressed by candi- 
dates who are frank with them about money 
and where it comes from.

Santa Is a Symbol 

Because some religious leaders protested that 
Santa Claus is a “pagan symbol,” the venerable 
old friend of all of us has been barred from the 
Christmas eve parade in Henderson, Nev. 

In past years Santa Claus has run into various 
kinds of deserved trouble, mostly because he 
insisted on coming too early. He has parachuted 
into the Ohio river in October, been snowballed 
in Pekin, lll., in November, and so on. Generally 
his trouble was that he was trying to help mer- 
chandising, not children, and everybody knew 
it—especially the children. 

But this year old St. Nicholas seems to have 
behaved himself, up there at the Pole, getting 
his presents wrapped and feeding nutritious 
kelp to old Donner and Blitzen. Thus there is no 
sound reason to bar him from a parade on the 
day before Christmas, even if he is a pagan 
symbol. And he is, or was. 

The world is full of pagan symbols, or at least 
what used to be the symbols of pagans. They 
have become the symbols of us all. There is the 
Easter bunny. There is the Christmas tree. Does 
anybody propose to prohibit them too? 


The proper question about such symbols is 
not whether they were pagan, but what they 
symbolize. A frowzy, early-bird Santa arriving 
in October by parachute to stir pre-Thanksgiv- 
ing sales might be a pagan. But the apple- 
cheeked, twinkling Santa of tradition and memo- 
ry symbolizes good will to men. We doubt if 
there is any place where he would be out of 
place, these days.

Bartlett's, which is to quotations what Web- 
ster’s is to definitions, is celebrating its 100th 
anniversary, and we have been celebrating with 
it by looking into what is quotable nowadays in 
its handsome new Thirteenth. and Centennial 
Edition. It is interesting to observe that Herbert 
Hoover is represented with five quotes, Harry 
Truman with eight, President Eisenhower with 
four, Franklin D. Roosevelt with a spanking 
three and a half pages, starting “There is noth- 
ing I love as much as a good fight,” and Winston 
Churchill with nearly five pages. 

Here are quotations from Judge Learned 
Hand, Gen. Marshall, Gen. Bradley, Wendell 
Willkie, J. P. Marquand and Robert M. Hutch- 
ins. In these pages William L. Laurence, the 
distinguished science writer of The New York 
Times, is quoted in three excerpts from his de- 
scription of the explosion of the atomic bomb. 

One-quotation authors affect us with a special 
pathos, and considering all they said it seems 
particularly ironical that Harold L. Ickes should 
be represented only by “I am against govern- 
ment by crony” (resigning the secretaryship of 
Interior in 1946) and W. C. Fields by “It ain't a 
fit night out for man or beast,” memorable as the 
latter has become. Mae West, on the other hand, 
is twice as well represerted: ‘nevitably by “Come 
up and see me se.ne’'ne an’ by her less well 
known but ac: +h, peel me a grape.” 

Of Presiden: er's four quotations, 
none is from his 1952 campaign speeches, while 
11 of the 13 quotations from Adlai Stevenson are 
from his speeches in that campaign. William 
Faulkner, for all his books, is not quoted from a 
single one, but only in three excerpts from his 
Stockholm @peech of 1950 accepting the Nobel 
prize for having written those books! 

These must have been a happy hundred years 
editing Bartlett's, for the world of quotations 
mirrors just about all the absorbing facets of 
the real world. Little, Brown & Co., which has 
been connected with Bartlett’s Familiar Quota- 
tions for 92 of those years, reminds us that John 
Bartlett was a bookseller and publisher ef Cam- 
bridge who edited the first nine editions and 
became a Little, Brown partner in 1865. 

His first edition consisted of only 258 single- 
column pages with a 36-page index. The cen- 
tennial edition contains 1068 double-column 
pages and 541 pages of index. In his preface to 
the ninth edition in 1901 Mr. Bartlett com- 
mented that this» marked the close of the vol- 
ume’s ten e. This prognostication fortu-

Secretary John Foster Dulles has an odd idea 
of how to extricate himself and the State De- 
partment which he heads from the lamentable 
effects of his remark about Goa that has angered 
50 many people in India.

Or perhaps he 
will now undertake those moves simultaneously. 
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Return to ‘Minor’ Sports 

By a vote of 386 to 98, the Missouri High 
School Activities Association has restored swim- 
ming, wrestling and cross country running to the 
recognized list for state tournaments. This is a 
sound vote for a sound move. 

Last winter, when the association removed 
these sports from the list, C. Ed Potter, the 
Normandy principal, began a campaign to em- 
phasize rather than de-emphasize these “minor 
sports.” And in an editorial we asked, “What's 
minor about them?” 

Swimming, for example, is not only a sport 
but a method of survival which properly could 
be taught in all schools. Wrestling is as rugged 
as football. Cross country demands the utmost 
in determination and physical taxation. 

A case can be made for many sports, but be- 
yond that, a case can be made for giving every 
high school student an opportunity to develop 
his physical skills and to employ his youthful 
energies in athletics. Not every lad is big enough 
to make the football team, or tall enough to play 
basketball, but should he.be left out of the ath- 
letic picture for such reasons? 

One of the fundamental weaknesses of ath- 
letic programs in this country is the increasing 
emphasis on “major” sports. Too often that 
means that 22 high school boys play football 
while several hundred of their colleagues exer- 
cise by cheering them on. The minor sports offer 
a means of turning spectators into participants. 
At the high school level especially there is noth- 
ing minor about them

On a dark, threatening night in the 
winter of 1741 a little group of devout 
Moravians, keeping their first Christ- 
mas in the Pennsylvania wilderness, 
were inspired by the old hymn, “Not 
Jerusalem, Lowly Bethlehem,” to make 
their new home another Bethlehem. 
And so the little hamlet on the Lehigh 
river was named and a joyous tradition 
of holiday worship, music, food and 
festivity was begun—a tradition that, 
growing richer with each passing cen- 
tury, still endures. 

As the December days draw in, a 
great star shines down from the highest 
hill on a city in 


gala array. Ropes 
of evergreen fes- 
toon the _§ streets. 


The brass of door 
plates and knockers 
gleams with extra 
polish; the white 
trim that softens 
the austere beauty 
of the gray field- 
stone buildings 
sparkles; in every 
multipaned window 
a beeswax candle 
burns at dusk. The 
buttery, spicy fragrance of baking 
fills the air. Cobbled walks resound 
with hurrying feet. 


From the Moravian College, an insti- 
tution already famous when George 
Washington enrolled his favorite niece 
there in 1781, students start homeward. 
Last-minute shoppers visit the apothe- 
cary to buy “stuffing herbs” and pun- 
gent Moravian mints. 

Crowds of townspeople and visitors 
make their way from door to door en- 
grossed in the seasonal delight of “going 
putzing.” For no holiday custom is 
more cherished by young and old in 
Bethlehem than the putz, a madeup 
word from the German putzen (to deco- 
rate) and used in this particular conno- 
tation to describe the Nativity scene set 
up around the Christmas tree in almost 
every home. 

Some families use only a creche: oth- 
ers, elaborating the theme, build dis- 
plays that cover the floor of an entire 
room. Often the little figures, set with 
loving care in time-honored positions, 
are heirlooms passed from generation 
to generation. 

According to legend, one family, well 
equipped with slide rules, graph paper 
and protractors, even spent a long vaca- 
tion in the Holy Land measuring gates 
and temple sites, walls and well-heads, 
and then came home and built their 
putz to exact scale. 


Yet anachronisms, when they appear, 
do not disturb the hallowed scene. A 
tattered, but beloved doll riding with 
the Wise Men, a tooth-marked plastic 
fish set by a tiny hand among the 


shepherd’s dogs/a ew and long-awaited 
electric train Chugging merrily around 
the perimeter of Judea—touches like 
these somehow adda note of homely 
grace. 

Friends and neighbors always have 
exchanged visits during the holiday sea- 
son to view and compare as many putzes 
as possible, but as the charm of these 
little “Christmas yards” (as they are 
also termed) has spread, few private 
households, however hospitably inclined, 
can accommodate the friends of friends, 
slight acquaintances, and frequently the 
total strangers who besiege the doors. 
To best share their customs with others, 
each year since 1935 the Moravian 
Church has set up a community putz 
where all comers receive a warm wel- 
come. 

Soon after Thanksgiving Mrs. F. F. 
Couch, who directs the project, and her 
volunteer assistants, young men from 
the congregation, begin reconstructing 
the topography of the Holy Land in an 
alcove 10 feet wide and almost 25 feet 
long in the auditorium of the Christian 
Education building. From such unlikely 
material as old rugs, crumpled wire 
netting, newspapers and baskets come 
hills, valleys and mountains. Gray- 
green mosses and lichens, carefully gar- 
nered from fields and woods, cover the 
terrain; worn rocks add a natural note. 
Forests of Spruce tips and cedar boughs 
rise.on the mountains. Each piece, the 
Adored Infant, His Mother, Joseph, 
Isaiah, the Wise Men, the shepherds, 
even the humble animals, the camels, 
donkeys, sheep and dogs, has a particu- 
lar place in one of the many groups, 
carefully arranged to tell in chronologi- 
cal order the old, yet ever new, story 
of the first Christmas.

Gates Jr, had written Vinson 
forwarding Standard’s proposal 
together with the report of the 
Navy's oil consultants, DeGolyer 
and MacNaughton, stating that 
he considered the time appro- 
priate for the committee to con- 
sider the desirability of the pro- 
posed modification of the con- 
tract between Standard and the 
Navy. 

This was an official Navy 
Department communication, It 
made no recommendation on the 
Navy’s part whether Standard’: 
proposal should be accepted or 
rejected. 

Shadows of Teapot Dome. 

Shadows from the Teapot 
Dome scandal, when a Secretary 
of the Interior was bribed by 
two oil men to get the Teapot 
Dome naval oil reserve turned 
over to the Interior Department 
so that the department could 
open it up by executive order 
for private exploitation by the 
favored companies, still hang 
over all actions dealing with 
naval oil reserves. 

Standard had first introduced 
proposals for modification of its 
contract in 1951. These had 
been changed several times be- 
fore the latest proposal was 
submitted in January 1954. 

The Navy prepared a three- 
paragraph press release about a 
year ago, but this was never 
given out. Capt. A. H. Miller, 
present director of Navy petro- 
leum reserves, said he had no 
idea why not. It is understood, 
however, that the Navy did not 
think it was of sufficient inter- 
est at the time to warrant a 
press release. 

In 1952 R. Adm. (then Cap- 
tain) Robert H. Mead, then in 
charge of naval petroleum re- 
serves, announced that an offer 
had been made by Standard. 
The announcement was not de- 
tailed nor particularly informa- 
tive. 

The fact that these 
ations and studies looking to- 
ward a change in the Navy- 
Standard relationship have been 
going on. for more than four 
years without any general pub- 
lication has aroused suspicion 
that some deal adverse to the 
Government was in prospect. 

All Documents Available. 


All the documents in these 
proposals and negotiations, in- 
cluding the detailed: report of 
the Navy's oil consultants, De- 
Golyer and MacNaughton, have 


negoti- 


been made available to the 
Post-Dispatch by the Navy, 
Chairman Vinson and _ the 


Standard Oil of California. 

As far as can be determined 
there has been nothing secret, 
underhanded or improper—no 
impropriety of any sort—in the 
proposals or the negotiations. 

Under legislation put through 
the Congress by Vinson in 1944, 
the Navy can take no action of 
any sort in regard to the naval 
petroleum reserves without first 
informing the armed services 
committees of the Senate and 
the House. As one naval officer 
expressed it, the Navy cannot 
even bat an eye over petroleum 
reserves without letting the 
committees know. The armed 
services committees have been 
kept informed of every move in 
the current effort of Standard 
to change its contract. The 
contract cannot be modified 
without action by Congress. 

The proposal has been modi- 
fied substantially in favor of 
the Government. 


Interests Are Opposite. 


The arrangement between the 
Navy and Standard of Califor- 
nia to share the output of the 
Elk Hills reserve has been 
termed an unnatural marriage 
resulting from a shotgun wed- 
ding. The interest of the two 
parties are exactly opposite. 
Standard is in the business of 
producing and selling oil, while 
the Navy's interest in the re- 
serves is in keeping the oil in 
the ground. Standard wants to 
produce and sell the more than 
150,000,000 barrels of oil which 
is its share in the reserve, while 
the Navy wants it in the ground 
in reserve for emergency. 

Any oil company involved in 
naval reserves is likely to be 
caot automatically in the role 
of villain. In the present case 
it appears that Standard plays 
the role of victim. Under its 
agreement entered into with 
the Navy under threat of con- 
demnation of its lands in the 
Elk Hills area, Standard, in 
effect, is required to keep its 
oil in reserve for the benefit 
of the Navy.

As a result, today Standard 
is getting only one-ninth of the

If production continues at the 
present approximate level 
20,000 barrels a day, Standard 
will have paid back its over- 
draft in six and one-half years, 
or if it is reduced to 15,000 
barrels a day it will be even 
with the Navy in eight and 
three-quarters years. 

The Elk Hills reserve, known 
as Navy Petroleum Reserve No 
1, was established by order of 
President William H. Taft in 
1912, It comprises 37,554. sur- 
face acres near Taft at the 
southern end of the San 
Joaquin valley in California, 

Oil at Three Depths, 

There is oil under the re- 
serve at three depths, the shal- 
low zone of from 3000 to 3500 
feet, the Stevens zone at 6000 
feet and the Carneros zone at 
9000 feet. Although estimated 
to be 38 per cent depleted, the 
shallow zone still contains 340.- 
000,000 barrels of oil. 120.000.- 
000 m.c.f, (thousand cubic feet) 
of gas and 3,500,000 barrels of 
gasoline. 

The Stevens zone is only 
about 1 per cent depleted and 
holds 390,000,000 barrels of oil. 
1,029,000,000 m.c.f. of gas and 
62,000,000 barrels of gasoline. 

The Carneros zone has not 
been explored, since only three 
wells have been drilled into it. 
The Navy has the entire interest 
in this zone, 

The shallow zone is an un- 
Stable reservoir, greatly faulted. 
With gas, oil and water present. 
It produces low grade oil worth 
at the present market $2.33 a 
barrel. In contrast, the Stevens 
zone is a near perfect reservoir 
and the oil is very high grade 
worth now $4.07 a barrel. 


There are 748 wells in the 
shallow zone and 224 in the 
Stevens zone. The’ shallow 


zone has been producing since 
1912 and most of the wells and 
the equipment are old The 
wells and equipment the 
Stevens zone are new. 

Danger of Loss. 

The Navy would like to re- 
duce production in the shallow 
zone, which during 1955 has 
averaged 19,750 barrels a day, 
to about 3000 barrels. But oil 
is seeping into the water at 
the southern end of the reserve 
at a rate of 3,000,000 barrels a 
year and water is encroaching 
on the northern and eastern 
sides. 

The current high production 
is preventing loss of oil in the 
reservoir until _ stabilization 


in 


| measures can be effected. A 
| project to block loss by inject- 


ing water at high pressure is 
under way at a cost of $400.,- 
000. The Navy hopes that by 
1960 it will be possible to have 
necessary maintenance and pro- 
tective production down to 
11,400 barrels daily and by 1965 
to 3000 barrels daily. 

It is by no means certain that 
this can be done. The Navy's 
oil consultants called the pro- 
gram unrealistic and Standard 
appears to doubt its feasibility. 
This may be one reason Stand- 
ard wants to get its share out. 

In an emergency, production 
from the shallow zone and the 
Stevens zone could each be in- 
creased almost immediately to 
50,000 barrels a day, but it is 
doubtful that production could 
be maintained at this rate in 
the shallow zone for long. 

Such, in brief, are the condi- 
tions under which Standard Oil 
of California is trying to make 
a new agreement that would 
permit it to withdraw from the 
field in 30 years. In return for

But today, although the 
phonograph record defending 
and praising all things Com- 
munist is still the rule, a 
Soviet .citizen can now and 
again be found who will 
talk somewhat freely about life 
in a Communist dictatorship: 
who will even sometimes criti- 
cize the government, 


But it is not the grumbling 
of mutineer This would be 
wishful thinking. It is the grip- 
ing of draftees in an army who 
want to let off steam but who 
also know they are in for the 
duration, 

The new atmosphere is vis- 
ible in both big and little ways 
It could be seen in the chance 
reply of an old man I encoun- 
tered in a market-place in the 
old quarter of Tiflis, the capital 
of the Russian province of 
Georgia. He was among a crowd 
of curious Georgians who were 
asking me about America. 

“Well, what do you think 
about America?” I finally coun- 
tered, addressing the question 
to the old man. 

“America?” he replied. “We 
like America. We always have 
liked America. We always will 
like America. We don’t believe 
what we. read in the papers:” 

Friendly Cabbie. 

And it is also symbolic of the 
new atmosphere that on another 
occasion a Moscow taxicab 
driver should take the trouble 
to warn me that the police were 
checking my activities. The oc- 
casion was a visit at 11 o'clock 
at night to a Western embassy 
(not American) where a number 
of correspondents had gone to 
check an important story. When 
I got back into the waiting cab, 
the driver said, “A policeman 
in civilian clothes came over to 
ask me who you were, where | 
picked you up. But I didn’t tell 
him the truth. We don’t like 
policemen, either.” <A year ago 
the driver would not have dared 
to mention the incident. 

A year ago it would have been 
impossible even for an intel- 
lectual such as a Moscow liter- 
ary critics to come right out and 
place the blame for Russia's lit- 
erary shortcomings on Stalin.

It is true that there is an air 
of self-confidence about Rus- 
sia’s present leaders.

7 HIS biography of the late 


Robert Benchley is done 
by one of his ;sons, him- 


self a good writer, as he 
shows conclusively in_ this 
book—it’s tough to write 


about a subject so close to 
one’s self without either bog- 
ging down in pseudo-objec- 
tivity or else flying off in 
the other extreme. 

Nathaniel Benchley does 
neither; has instead, with his 
ow keen humor—he's a 
great man with a throwaway 
line—produced a wonderfully 
entertaining, thoroughly re- 
searched story, a biography 
which actually brings a human 
being into focus. 

Practically everybody is, or 
feels he is, an authority on 
Robert Benchley, the humor- 
ist. At least on the Famous 
Robert Benchley. Some of 
the funniest parts of his life, 
funny retrospect anyhow, 
happened, however, when he 
was still an outstanding 
nonentity. 

Benchley, who died in 1945 
at the ige of 56, was a Har- 
vard man, not that that neces- 
sarily is funny in itself, but 
he failed to get his degree 
with the rest of his class. He 
resolved an essay question, 
on the Newfoundland Fish- 
eries dispute, by writing from 
the viewpoint of the fish, for 
which he received an “F’’— 
as in fish.

F you have ever visited 
| West Indies, you will 

read Mr. Chandos’ Carib- 
bean sketchbook with rem- 
iniscent delight. If you are 
planning to go there, you will 
read it for information and 
travel tips. If you know that 
for some reason you can 
never feel the trade winds on 
your cheek, you will read it 
for the illusion that once you 
were a part of the Islands 

The author flew from his 
home in Mexico to Cuba, 
thence to the Dutch island of 
Curacao, and on to Jamaica, 
Haiti, the Dominican Repub- 
lic. Puerto Rico and Barbados. 
This is known as island-hop- 
ping. From Barbados he sailed 
to St. Lucia, St. Vincent's, 
Grenada and Trinidad, reach- 
ing Port-of-Spain in time for 


the Carnival. His last chap- 
ter, getting himself back 
home to Mexico, always a 


delicate literary operation, is 
a feat of composition. 

Mr. Chandos not only knows 
how to compose; he has the 
light touch, and he reports 
accurately. His ear caught the 
exact cadence of the native 
English sing-song and of 
French Creole, and he uses 
dialogue extensively to lighten 
his narrative. His nose has 
identified all the smells of 
the Islands, and his eye has 
photographed the movement 
and color of a naturally dra- 
matic people against a spec- 
tacular background of flow- 
ering trees and shrubs. Nor 
is the sense of taste neg- 
lected: he describes all that 
he has eaten and drunk, how 
it is served and what it cost. 
As he says, “the powerful ap- 
peal of the Islands is to the 
senses rather than to the in- 
tellect.” 

No less accurate are the 
bits of political science, eco- 
nomics and history, intro- 
duced so casually between 
breakfast and lunch, or be- 
tween one airport and the 
next, that the reader is 
scarcely aware of absorbing 
data. 

Nor can one quarrel with 
his final pronouncement: “All 
through the West Indies you 
have the sense that no major

His stock at one ad firm 
plummeted when he came up 
with the heresy that men's 
clothing wasn’t worn by men 
who looked like square-jawed 
gods.

He became drama critic of 
the old Life in 1920; his 
Vanity Fair pieces were add- 
ing to his reputation. His 
speeches were things of splen- 
dor. At a dinner following 
the Harvard-Yale game he 
translated from the Chinese, 
having introduced the emi- 
nent Professor Soong. Pro- 
fessor Soong’s subject was the 
history of the lateral pass. 
The audience swallowed the 
spoof whole hog. 

As Benchley became fa- 
mous, through his writing and 
then his motion picture shorts, 
he gave up teetotaling. His 
hotel room was a gathering 
place in New York for aill 
sorts of folks. He took on a 
secretary, a Mr. MacGregor, 
whom he met standing in the 
rain in front of the public 
library, holding a bunch of 
violets.

WO JAMAICAS fs a 
T scholarly work dealing 

with the impact of for- 
eign humanitarian ideas upon 
white planters. and their 
slaves from 1830 to 1865, to- 
gether with the economic and 
social consequences for both 
groups. The planters hated 
the British’ missionaries, who, 
they felt, stirred the slaves 
to rebellion, and interfered 
with their own easy, not to 
say loose, way of life. The 
planters themselves, unlike 
some of the Southern planters 
in the United States, had felt 
no moral obligation for the 
religious life or the educa- 
tion of their slaves; they 
didn't even teach them to 
speak English, preferring to 
learn a kind of jargon which 
developed between slaves and 
overseers, which is spoken to 
this day in some parts of Ja- 
maica. 

Mr. Curtin agrees with the 
sociologists, M. J. and F. S&S. 
Herskovits, that the cultural 
focus of the Negro in the 
Americas as a whole has been 
in the field of religion, and 
that the religious emphasis is 
not simply the reflection of 
the interests of missionaries, 
but is inherent and character- 
istic. He feels that the cul- 
tural focus of the white plant- 
er on the other hand has been 
economic success. The Ne- 
groes, therefore, borrowed re- 
ligious ideas from Europe, 
and adapted them; the whites 
borrowed economic ideas to 
help their disrupted econ- 
omy. “Ideas rarely move with- 
out being transformed in the 
process; like the chameleons 
they change to fit their back- 
ground.” 

An objective and dispas- 
sionate book, thoroughly doc- 
umented, “Two Jamaicas” 
makes a contribution to the 
history of ideas in the New 
World.

Among the most accommod@at- 
ng of house plants are the 
philodendrons, easy -to-grow 
members of the Aroid family. 
For this reason there has been 
much interest in the Missouri 
Botanical Garden's display of 
65 different philos—the largest 
collection in this country. 

Many of these philodendrons 
are growing in seemingly natu- 
ral settings among palms and 
other exotic plants in the Gar- 
den’s greenhouses. Potted philo- 
dendrons in wide variety also 
may be seen in the new Aroid 
Pithouse, designed to simulate 
the rain-forest environment of 
the tropics. 

The Garden's director, Dr. 
Edgar Anderson, declares that 
such special recognition is due 
the philodendron. “The aver- 
age American now spends more 
time in the company of Aroids 
than any other plants,” he ex- 
piains. “These tropical vines 
come to us from areas that are 
alternately hot-and-dry and 
warm-and-rainy.

Fish swimming in the cocktail 
table, wooden cats a-tangle with 
yards of brass string, a hunk of 
driftwood twisted by nature in- 
to grotesque patterns — and 
Queen Nefertiti eyes it all 
calmly! 

No gibberish, this. Just one 
way of describing a few of the 
highlights of the newly-reno- 
vated home of Dr. and Mrs.

By this work, 
Norven Bly, St. Louis interior 
designer, has booted all traces 
of the gingerbread school of 
decorating: out the window, and 
replaced it with the clean, flow- 
ing lines and curves of modern, 

The home itself, erected near- 
ly 40 years ago, has a charming 
simplicity of design, lending it- 
self to conversion to modern 
much more easily than many 
latter-day structures. 

Working with a closely guard- 
ed budget, Bly eyed the white- 
mantied, red brick fireplace. It 
would be the logical thing to rip 
it out, replace with crab or- 
chard stone. But then he 


noticed the pleasing lines of the | 


bricks. And for the cost of a 
quart of paint (cocoa), the 
bricks were changed to an as- 
set. They were accented by 
painting the mortar buff. The 
traditional white mantel, of 
course, had to go. 
French Doors Out. 

Another of the living area's 
more painful sights was a pair 
of built-in bookcases flanking 
the fireplace. Since television 
and the social visit have re- 
placed reading as the main 
order of living room activity, 
the decorator had sound reason 
for ripping them out.

“Because every bit of matter is in motion all the time, we 


ought to quit trying to build 
absolutely rigid buildings and 
put in a few lubricated ball and 
socket joints like those in the 
human body. If our bodies were 
built like we build our buildings 
we'd have arthritis from infan- 
cy,” declared Prof. Walter C. 
Voss, professor emeritus of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, here last Wednesday 
night. He spoke to more than 
220 persons, about 200 of whom 
are practicing St. Louis archi- 
tects, at a dinner session in the 
Gatesworth hotel, sponsored by 
the Presstite Engineering Co. 

In addition to constant move- 
ment within matter itself, every 
building, Prof. Voss pointed 
out, is subject to impingement 
by heat, air, sound, water, light 
and gravity, all of which can 
and do pull and push a building 
every which way a little or a 
whole lot, constantly. 


Water Travels Fast. 


Speaking often with slightly 
satirical appraisal of the work 
of architects and engineers in 
building construction, he kept 
the audience rocking with laugh- 
ter a good part of the time. 
He wouldn't have sounded fun- 
ny to a housewife worrying 
about an increasing number of 
cracks in the plaster of her 
living room or dining area, nor 
would he have sounded funny 
to the man worrying about a 
crack all up and down the base- 
ment wall, or to a manufacturer 
worrying about that crack all 
the way up the south ware- 
house wall.

of water in our problem we 
have a more serious situation,” 
declared Prof. Voss. “It may 
appear as rain or snow, as vapor 
or as a condensate. It travels 
swiftly through capillary tubes 
or cracks. It penetrates ab- 
sorbent material producing ad- 
ditional expansion or contrac- 
tion problems. Being practically 
distilled water in many Cases, 
it actively attacks many mate- 


rials forming chemical corro- 
sion products which, in turn, 
exert fantastic pressures when 


confined by the detail used. It 
has an avidity for absorbing 
impurities from the atmosphere 
and from some of the elements 
of the assemblage. This may 
result in additional chemical 
corrosion products of the acid 
or alkali variety. These, in 
turn, produce pressures and im- 
pair the durability of the ele- 
ments attacked. It disperses 
readily in air and under influ- 
ence of heat producing psy- 
chrometric variations and this 
often results in condensate when 
thé temperature drops. This, 
too, is practically distilled wa- 
ter producing all of its dele- 
terious effects. 


“The consideration of light, 
another form of energy, is very 
often relegated to the principal 
role of sight and color effects. 


“It, however, displays other 
more important effects which 
deserve consideration,” he went 
on, “Light energy contains, in 
its multi-various components, 
ultraviolet and actinic rayc, 
These rays affect the appear- 
ance and durability of materials 
exposed to them. (Ask the 
housewife about that streak in 
the rug.) When seriously affect-

LMOST every year, when 
the results of the Base- 
ball Writers Association 
poll on the major leagues’ 
most valuable players are 
announced, there are loud 
complaints from various quar- 
ters. Philadelphia and Brook- 
lyn, as we recall, beefed bit- 
terly when Hank Sauer of the 
Cubs got the National League 
award in 1952. 


There was sorrow, too, in 
Cleveland in 1954 when sev- 
eral outstanding members of 
the pennant-winning Indians 
competed so effectively among 
themselves that Yogi Berra 
emerged with enough points 
to take the top honor. 


But after what happened 
this year, we're ready to 
throw in the sponge for the 
writers and urge that some 
better way be found to award 
the very important honor of 
being the most valuable in a 
major league. 

We can’t find any fault 
with the selection of Roy 
Campanella as the National 
League's most valuable play- 
er and if the final result 
makes everything else unim- 


portant, then perhaps there 
should be no comp)aint. But 
what did happ-n_ points 


strongly to the fact that some 
of the basebcll writer com- 
mittee members either do not 
take the responsibility seri- 
ously enough or are not quali- 
fied for the voting job. 

After this year’s voting it 
was announced first . that 
Campanella had won the 
award by 10 points, or 231 to 
221. Then it was discovered 
that there was something 
wrong in the voting, and fi- 
nally the tabulation was offi- 
cially released as 226 points 
for Campanella and 221 
points for Duke Snider, Cam- 
panella’s Dodter teammate. 

This indicated that some- 
bocy had booted one, cither 
a voter or a votc-cour end 
started inquiries from spot 

desks.

IECING bits of informa- 
P tio: together as best we 

could, without any form:| 
explanation from headquar- 
ters, this is what apparently 
happened: 

One member of the Na- 
tional League commiitee 
voted for Campanella in the 
top spot and then wrote in 
his name again as the No. 6 
man in his list. Thus that 
writer’s ballot gave Campy 
14 points for first place and 
five for sixth place. You 
might excuse the vote-count- 
ers for missing that duplica- 
tion in the writer’s ballot, 
but there’s no excuse for a 
committee member being so 
slovenly as not to notice that 
he had voted twice for the 
same player in his list of ten 
most valuable. 

Eventually the vote-count- 
ers caught the blunder in the 
voting. How it was decided 
to do what then was done in 
the emergency we have been 
unable to learn. But appar- 
ently all those in the com- 
mittee member’s list from the 
No. 7 spot down, inclusive, 
were moved up and Jack 
Meyer of the Phillies was 
given the vacant tenth spot 
on the ballot. 

So, on that writer’s ballot, 
Snider did not appeaf at all. 
He was not given credit for 
being one of the first ten 
most valuable in the National 
League. It would be difficult 
to justify that kind of judg- 
ment. Snider batted .309 to 
Campy’s .318, but drove in 
136 runs to Roy's 107 and hit 
42 home runs or ten more 
than Campanella. Had Snider 
been given sixth place on 
that one ballot, he would 
have tied Campy.

The Encyclopaedia Britannica 
gives a detailed description of 
the games which once formed 
part of a religious ceremony and 
were held in Greece near some 
shrine or sacred place associ- 
ated with some deity or mythi- 
cal hero. In the fourth century 
this honor was paid to a living 
man and then began the dis- 
tinct form of Greek athletics— 
boxing, wrestling, putting the 
weight, the foot and chariot 
race. 

Olympia, the spot of the 
games, was a naturally enclosed 
spot in the plain of Elis. 

The games were not held for 
1500 years until, at the instiga- 
tion of Baron Pierre de Cou- 
bertin, they were revived in| 
1896 and held on the site in 
Athens where the ancient fes- 
tivals ended,

One remote possibility is that 
a “new” species of pheasant will 
be found that is more adaptable 
to Missouri's habitat than the 
Mongolian ringneck now here 
in limited numbers. 

Donald M. Christisen, the 
commission's expert on pheas- 
ants, told Outdoors:

Token-Scale Hunting. 


Two years ago, the commfs-| 
pheasants | 


sion decided to put 
on the game list for 16 days 
each year, raising hopes in 
some quarters that the birds 
had become numerous enough 
to afford good hunting. 
Actually, the decision was 
based primarily on recognition 
that pheasant shooting was 
never going beyond the token 
stage. In that event, hunters 


| might just as well harvest some | 


of the birds. 

During the state-wide season 
which ended Nov. 25, sports- | 
men took an estimated 2000 | 
cock pheasants—about the same 
as last year. 

Atchison, Holt and Nodaway 
counties in northwest Missouri 
provided most of the shooting, 
although the northern tier of 
counties adjoining lowa and 
portions of St. Charles county 
furnished some birds. 

Counties along the southern 
border of lowa, a much better 
pheasant state than Missouri, 
had an unusually large number 
of birds this year. 

Figures compiled last year 
showed pheasant hunters in this 
state bagged one cock bird for 
each seven hours in the field— 
hardly a happy record.

your shopping list this Christmas? 


You will never know the name of the person who re- 
ceives it, and he will never know yours. It may be a little boy, 
crippled since hirth, huddled quietly in a big armchair watching 
his playmates run. It may be an aged widow in her bltak, cheer- 
less room. It may be a young mother, deserted by her husband, 
trying against odds to keep her family together. 


This unknown person on your 
list may be blind, or deaf—or 
just forgotten. 


These are the ones who need’ 


your special gift of friendship 
and concern, a gift that can’t 
be tied with gay wrappings or 
placed under a Christmas tree, 
but a precious gift, nevertheless. 


It may mean a good meal for 
a hungry household. It may 
mean medicine ar braces or 
needed dental work. It may 
mean a little girl’s first doll or 
a teen-ager’s first new suit of 
his own. It may take a family 
over. the hump and back into 
self-respect. 


Today, the Post-Dispatch be- 
gins publishing the stories of 
100 of our community's neediest 
families, taken from the files of 
the Christmas Bureau, an ac- 
tivity of the Social Planning 
Council of St. Louis and St. 
Louis county. Some 190 health 
and welfare agencies comprise 
the Council’s membership. Each 
case is listed on the case rolls 
of one of these agencies. 


This is the fifth year that the 
Post-Dispatch has sponsored 
this fund, in co-operation with 
the Christmas Bureau. Last 
year, generous readers con- 
tributed $16,075 so that other 
fellow human beings might be 
happy on Christmas morning. 

As in the past, donors are 
asked to make their gifts in the 
form of cash s0 that. specific 
needs may bé met, Also,’ it 
means that families can main- 
tain their ‘self-respect and par- 
ents may have the joy of buying 
little Christmas gifts for their 
children, shielding them from 
the hurt of a charity Christmas. 

The Christmas Bureau is 
carrying on a 31-year-old tradi- 
tion by serving as a clearing 
house for Christmas. giving. 
Those who, organized the Bu- 
reau wanted to encourage the 
remembering of the unfortun- 
ate, but they also wanted to 
make sure that one family was 
not neglected, while another re- 
ceived a lavish Christmas. 

At first, the Bureau’s volun- 
teer workers sought fair dis- 
tribution of Christmas baskets,

the years, the philosophy of giv- 
ing has changed from the bas- 
ket taken to a humble doorstep 
in the “Lady Bountiful” tradi- 
tion to anonymous cash gifts 
and the slogan, “Let Mother do 
the Christmas Shopping.”

Special Quality to 
Hills of the Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


ECEMBER brings a special quality to the timbered 

Ozark hills which is to our liking. Some mornings are 

clear and frosty and still, so that the whole country- 
side is etched in sharp relief. Fields stretch away gray 
and brown and beyond 
them the silhouettes of 
Buford and Round Hill, 
Belleview Mountain and 
the ranges to westward 
rise in dark masses. 


stand in black clumps and 
only the scattering pines 
and an occasional patch of 
wheat show bright green. 
At this season with the 
foliage gone, the granite 
ribs of the land are laid 
bare, so that one gets the 
feel of its great age. In 
summer the green mantle 
of the forest softens the 
outlines of the landscape. 
In winter we are conscious 
of the countless centuNes 
of erosion that have carved 
our ancient hills, leaching away the layers of limestone and 
sandstone which once overlaid the parent rock. 


There are other mornings when a wind comes out of 
the south so wet you can feel it on your face; when low 
scudding clouds race across the valley and obscure the 
crests of the ridges. And still other days when, at sunrise, 
the timber atop the mountains is covered with a heavy 
coating of white frost, though there is none on the lowlands. 
Altogether it is a good time of year and only during times 
of cold rain or when an icy wind comes roaring down out of 
the northwest do we think with some longing of spring 
which is months away. On such days the cattle keep to the 
cedar thickets, heads down and faces to the wind. In this 
they are unlike the horses which drift along with their hind- 
quarters to the gale. When we come in from feeding on 
these windy days there are icicles on our noses and ice on 
our cheeks from eyes that water steadily, for we've ridden 
the tractor across the fields for an hour.

Nowhere is the year’s ending more clearly 
marked than in the trees. And few things in nature 
are more marvelous than the action of the cam- 
bium, that microscopically thin layer of living cells 
between wood and bark which completely envelopes 
the trunk and every limb and branch without a sin- 
gie break. During the growing season, the cambium 
cells carry the fluids which hold in solution the 
nourishment for the tree; this being necessary be- 
cause the inner core of the trunk is inert and non- 
growing. When autumn comes, the cambium cells 
divide lengthwise, rearranging themselves with the 
new “daughter” cells outside the old cells. These 
latter now harden into a denser fiber to make the 
ring which marks the annual growth, while the new 
cells remain alive and ready to resume their food- 
carrying function when spring comes again,

@ TREES MAKE THEIR GROWTH in spring and summer 
and I recall August Bielmann at the Arboretum showing us 
how all the members of one species start out on pretty 
much the same date and end their growth for the year at 
the same time, remaining dormant throughout the winter 
season. This is in contrast to many other plants. Our 
grasses, especially fescue and blue grass, make some winter 
growth. Barley, rye and wheat continue to grow through- 
out winter, stooling out from the first pair or frail shoots. 
Many biennials such as the mullein form a new rosette of 
leaves close to the ground which remains green all winter 
Jong. The trees and shrubs, although actual growth may be 
confined to spring and summer, are hard at work during 
this period making ready for the year 
cells that will make next season's t 


ahead, forming the 


wigs, leaves and f 
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flo Ww ers. 


All these materials which will constitute next 
years growth have been completely formed in 
miniature by the time autumn arrives. Tighily 
creased and folded and packed into tough. water- 
proof coverings, they will remain throughout cold 
weather in a state of suspended animation. These 
make up the winter buds which we see on trees 
and shrubs—or at least can see if we look sharply 
enough. Thus on the black haw in our yard the 
buds of the white flower clusters which will open 
next May are plainly visible, as are the button- 
like flower buds at the tips of dogwood branches. 
Also to be seen are other buds: those at the ends 
of branches containing next year’s flower or twig 
—and others just above each leaf scar which con- 
tain the new leaf in miniature. 
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@ AN INTERESTING PASTIME when 
the winter woods is to identify 
that the leaves 


walking through 
the deciduous trees, now 
First there 


have fallen. are broad charac- 
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teristics, like the “witches brooms” in the hackberry or 
great patches of snow-white bark and hanging seed balls 
of the sycamore. Many smaller trees and shrubs such as 
flowering dogwood, wahoo, possum haw or deciduous holls 
black haw and buckthorn may be identified by their fruits 
or the conspicuous buds of next year. White oak is dis- 
tinguished by its light gray bark and great arching branches, 
scariet oak by the heavy growth of green lichens on the 
trunk. Burr oak grows a thick, sturdy trunk and heavy 
branches and generally has a goodly crop, of mossy cupped 
acorns which cannot be mistaken for any other. Sour gum 
, sends its trunk straight upward with many small branches 
which grow out horizontally or with a slight droop. 


There's a remarkable amount of color in the winter 
woods for the walker with an observant eye. Early in the 
season there are fruits of many species; brilliant red of dog- 
wood, bittersweet, wahoo and possum haw, frosty blue of 
cedar berries, bright orange of wild rose hips, purplish red 
of coralberry and deep blue-black of buckthorn and black 
haw. Winter buds of the willow and red maple; twigs of 
young cottonwood and rough-leaved dogwood; the changing 
tones of the oaks to which the leaves still cling. All these 
are things which add to the interest and beauty of our 
Ozark winter.

NCE upon a time there was

on her teeth. But she was also 
a tomboy at heart and played 
games in the Paris streets as 
strenuously as any of the boys, 
including her brother Aimery, 
whom she adored and followed 
around like a spindling puppy. 

Perhaps Leslie sometimes 
wished she were a boy, like 
Aimery. She didn’t like girls. 
She wore her dark brown hair 
in a boyish haircut, and the 
tomboy activities gradually 
made her healthier and gave 
her body strength and supple- 
ness. Most of the time she lived 
with her parents in the Caron 
apartment on middle-class Ave- 
nue Marceau, but four months 
each year she stayed in a big 
house near the Spanish border 
with her paternal grandparents, 
Marcel and Andree Caron. 

It was here, near San Jean de 
Luz in France, that Leslie be- 
gan doing acrobatics on the 
beach playground. It was here 
too, at the age of four, that 
she showed her first interest 
in ballet when she insisted on 
being dressed as a ballet dancer 
for a dress party. She became 
so expert at arcobatics that she 
won a raft of prizes as the best 
amateur acrobat in the whole 
San Jean de Luz area. 

* This especially pleased Les- 
lie’s mother, Margaret Petit 
Caron, a Topeka-born dancer 
who had given up her career to 
settle down in Paris with her 
husband, Claude Caron, a 
French pharmacist-chemist.

was Roland Petit, looking in 
1949 for dancers for his newly- 
produced “Les Ballets de 
Champs-Elysees”, who saw Les- 
lie practicing ballet at the Na- 
tional Conservatory. This was 
just a year after Leslie's twice- 
a-week stint in the boy-gir! role. 
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»ETIT signed her for his 
P compan; She was 15 at 

the time. She made her 
professional ballet debut as 
a girl clown in a_ produc- 
tion called “Thirteen Dances.” 
Until then she had _ kept 
up her formal studies at 


the Convent of the Assumption 
in Paris, but now she turned 
all of her attention to her 
career. Delighted with her in- 
itial work, Petit next cast her 
as the Sphinx in Christian 
Berard’s ballet, “Le Rencontre.” 

Her appearance in this ballet 
electrified Paris. Overnight she 
became the youngest dancing 
Star in all France and the toast 
of Paris. The production em- 
ployed a shock technique, as a 
climax, in which Leslie, the 
Sphinx, becomes so furious and 
frustrated when her riddles all 
are answered correctly by 
Oedipus that she stumbles head- 
long from a high trapeze, falling 
to within a few inches of the 
floor and swing-hanging by one 
foot for five minutes. It shook

The test was rushed to Hol- 
lywood by Kelly, and M-G-M 
promptly cast her in the pi 
ture.

tract, went on to enchant audi- 
ences in “Lili” and subsequent 
films. 


But Hollywood did not make 


her forget her old friends, nor 
her love of the stage. Before 
going to Hollywood she had 


been excited and thrilled by a 
ballet tour of Europe and Asia, 
highlighted by command per- 
formances before the King of 
Egypt and the Queens of Eng- 
land and Greece. After several 
successful films she made a new 
tour with Roland Petit’s troupe. 

Nor could she resist when 
the French director, Jean 
Renoir, son of the great paint- 
er AuguSte Renoir. wrote a 
play, “Orvet.” especially for 
her. “You alone can play it,” 
the director wrote her.

ESLIE went to Paris and 
L aia the play, which tells 

the story of a wild nymph- 
like creature of the woods 
which is tamed, temporarily, 
by the love of a _  sophis- 
ticated writer. The play was 
something less than a hit, 
but Leslie wasn't discouraged. 
She still cherishes the stage, 
and one great ambition is to 
play Joan of Arc on Broadway. 

Leslie's consuming passion 
used to be the ballet, the dance 
Now she will tell you that her 
great desire, career-wise, is to 
be a great actress, to play seri- 
ous, dramatic roles. This change 
in goals perhaps reflect her 
change also from a child to a 
woman of versatile talents; in 
any case, she fears being 
“typed” as a waif-like pixie. She 
is enormously alive; she is ex- 
traordinarily nimble - minded: 
she is sensitive and flexible in 
her talents, and she doesn't 
want to be fenced in. 

An when Leslie wants some- 
thing, she usually gets it. She's 
a hard, conscientious worker, 
giving up much of her time to 
rehearsals.

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OME fathers take a less 
G tolerant and, unfortunately, 

less intelligent view of the 
rights and needs of their grow- 
ing daughters than do mothers. 
This is shown clearly by numer- 
ous studies and is reflected in 
my correspondence. My mail 
is filled with complaints from 
young girls against their fath- 
ers’ restrictions against dating 
and their daughters’ relation- 
ship with boys generally. 

Here’s one, for example, from 
two young women of 16 years 
who remind me, “You stated 
that the normal girl starts dat- 
ing between the aces of 13 and 
15. But what if your parents 
won't let you date? It isn't so 
much our mothers as our fath- 
ers. who think we will become 
pick-ups or tramps if we ever 
go out!”

Similarly Annette reports 
that “The other night my 
father caught me (16) and 
my boy friend (18) kissing 
goodnight. We have been 
going steady for three years 
and plan our future lives to- 
gether.

Mary was affianced to Joseph 
and that was sufficient to estab- 
lish a contract between them 
which our own betrothal custom 
does not approach. 


Among us, according to both 
canon and civil law, only the 
ceremony of marriage is abso- 
lute and binding; a broken en- 
gagement is not considered 
damaging unless the circum- 
stances are scandalous. 


But among the Jews a be- 
trothal was almost as irrevoc- 
able as marriage and conferred 
most of the privileges of mar- 
riage. For the period of a year, 
in the case of a virgin, or a 
month, in the case of a widow, 
the fiancee was placed under 
the jurisdiction of her be- 
trothed husband. 


It follows that fidelity was a 
strict obligation during their 
prenuptial period, unfaithful- 
ness was equivalent to adultery 
and if denounced by the be- 
trothed husband, it carried for 
the woman the penalty laid 
down by Deutronomy (xxii, 23); 
death.

“before they came together,” 
Joseph, her husband, being a 
just man and not willing to 
make her a public example, was 
minded to put her away privily.

It is easy to visualize the pic- 
turesque confusion, wagons piled 
up, the noisy and smelly crowd 
of tethered camels straining at 
each other, braying donkeys, 
women disputing possession of 
a corner sheltered from the 
drafts. 


Over all this varied assem- 
blage would float that envelop- 
ing smell of hot grease which, 
from Greece to Egypt and from 
Algiers to Tehran, is. invaria- 
bly exhaled by an Oriental 
crowd. We can well understand 
that Joseph sought to take 
Mary away from all this. 


There was very little time, 
for “the days were accomplished 
that she should be delivered.” 
The most ancient tradition says 
that Joseph installed his wife in 
a cave such as was used, and 
still is used, to shelter sheep 
and cattle. The hills around 
Bethlehem are full of them. 


One short verse in the Gos- 
pel of St. Luke (ii, 7) tells us 
all that we know definitely 
about this stupendous, yet sim- 
ple event. 


“And she brought forth her 
first-born son, and wrapped him 
in swaddling clothes, and laid 
Him in a manager because there 
was no room for them in the 
inn.’ 


The manger must have been 
like one of those which can 
still be seen today; hollows 
scooped out of the earth to 
hold the grain for the cattle. 
That complete humility which 
was to be the mark of Him who 
was meek and humble of heart 
is already manifest from the 
beginning.

HE surroundings of the 
T Holy Family, which so many 

painters have striven to de- 
pict, can have been very little 
different from those which we 
can see in any small house in 
the locality today. Ordinarily 
there is only one room, pervad- 
ed by the sweetish smell of 
olive oil. Often there is no out- 
let for the smoke save by the 
door. At night a lamp made of 
clay, hung on ah iron chande- 
lier gr plated on a projecting 
slab in the stone wall, provides 
a poor light. 


A church marks the site 
which certain archeological re- 
searchers have identified as that 
of the house where Joseph 
braught up Jesus. The house 
was largely subterranean, hol- 
lowed out of the soft local lime- 
stone, with a crude stairway 
(now richly decorated with mo- 
saics) where the child could 
climb up and down. 

He would have received the 
same education as all the young 
Jews of His time. There seems 
to have been a regular course 
of studies which the Talmud 
describes. They revolved 
around the synagogue and were 
presided over by the hassan, 
who seems to have been a sort 
of beadle or administrative offi- 
cial of the sacred places where 
the faithful foregathered. 


At the beth-hasepher or pri- 
mary school, sitting on the 
ground cround the scrolls of 
the law, the children repeated 
the verses in unison until they 
knew them by heart. 


The familiar picture of Jesus 
growing up with His father and 
mother in the humble house- 
hold at Nazareth has a good 
deal of historical probability.

UR information about , His 
() chitanooa is scanty. A single 

episode is reported to us, 
about the time He was 12 years 
old. Like all pious Jews, Jo- 
seph and Mary would go to. 
Jerusalem for the Passover. 
Perhaps this would be the first 
time they had taken their son. 
The long journey would be 
lightened by the chants of the 
pilgrims, reciting those psalms 
which the Ancients had com- 
posed to the rhythm of the 
march. 

The pilgrims would eat lamb 
prepared with bitter herbs and 
a red sauce, according to 
ancient custom. So they ate un- 
leavened bread and drank their 
wine and then, when the last 
hallelujahs had died down, they 
started on their way back. At 
the first stopping place, Joseph 
and Mary went to look for their 
child, whom they had not seen 
during the march but whom 
they supposed to be with their 
friends and relations among the 

pilgrims. He was not to -be

to Jerusalem to look for

After three days’ search He 
was discovered in the Temple, 


There Jesus was, among the 
learned men of Israel—‘“‘And all 
that heard Him,” said St. Luke, 
“were astonished at His under- 
standing and answers.” 


His mother, relieved as she 
was, had to chide Him gently 
and ask Him why He had treat- 
ed them thus, “Behold, Thy 
father and I have sought Thee 
sorrowing.” And the Holy Child 
replied in those strange harsh 
words which stated, for the first 
time, the requirement that who- 
ever would follow Christ must 
forsake all human ties, even 
the dearest: 


“How is it that ye sought me? 
Wist ye not that I must be about 
my father’s business?” 


. + . 


O the years passed by; many 
\ years, for it was not until He 

was about 30 that Christ 
came out of obscurity and be- 
gan to teach. 


We know nothing about these 
hidden years. In this small and 
remote province of the empire, 
a humble Jew would be as un- 
known to the great world as 
one ant on a hill, and the his- 
torical events of the period took 
place without the slightest con- 
nection with those by which the 


divine soul received His hu- 
man grounding. 
One fact concerning the 


early life of Jesus may be read 
between the lines of the Gos- 
pel, that is the death of Jo- 
seph. He is mentioned in the 
incident of the Temple but dur- 
ing the whole public life of 
Jesus he does not appear at all. 
An old tradition states that 
Jesus was 19 when Joseph died 
and the legendary history of 
Joseph the Carpenter even 
makes Jesus himself tell the 
circumstances of it. The por- 
trait of Mary given by the Gos- 
pels is definitely that of a 
woman without a husband and 
we are probably right in imag- 
ining her as a grave matron in 
widow's weeds, presiding at the 
table in the house at Nazareth 
in the place of honor which the 
Talmud allotted to the mother 
of a family when her husband 
was dead. 


Joseph, the good foster 
father, disappears from the 
story with the simplicity of 
one who knew that his task on 
earth was accomplished and 
who was content to leave the 
rest to God. It was probably 
Joseph who taught Jesus the 
craft by which He made His 
living. In the Jewish commun- 
ity every man had to work with 
his hands, even those devoted 
to the study of the Law. Thus 
the great Rabbi Hillel was a 
woodcutter and Rabbi Scham- 
mai, a carpenter. 

Jesus led the ordinary life 
of poor men of His time. He 
lived in a very humble house, 
such as has been described, and 
ate the common food of the 
Galilean people, barley bread, 
very little meat, vegetables and 
sour milk, and on feast days 
the “grilled fish which makes 
man's body fruitful,” as a 
rabbinical writer put it. It is 
clear from the parables and 
the teaching of Jesus that He 
had no acquaintance with riches 
or of the great ones of the 
earth: His references to luxury 
have that simplicity commonly 
to be remarked among those 
who have little experience of it.

T was a life of extraordinary 
[ simplicity which we should 

bear in mind when we con- 
template the Messiah in glory 
drawing the crowds to follow 
Him. Among such poor people, 
fishermen, workmen, laborers in 
fields and vineyards, Jesus re- 
ceived that grounding in human 
nature which each of us ac- 
quires from those among whom 
his lot is cast. 

Galileans were simple people, 
less preoccupied with formalli- 
ties than the Jews of Judea, 
kind hearted if somewhat rough 
mannered. Jesus used their 
language, their customs and 
many sayings and idioms from 
their common speech. He was 
to be all His life one of those 
men of the people whose nat- 
ural nobility allows them to 
meet all men as equals. 

The face of Galilee itself was 
also to influence Him. As a 
workman in a small town, He 
would almost certainly have 
cultivated a small plot of land 
as well. The whole Galilean 
landscape gives an impression 
of luxuriance and beauty which 
contrasts with the harshness of 
Judea. The hills are round and 
the rich vegetation hides the 
rocky skeleton. The rainfall is 
heavy, more so than at Jerusa- 
lem and very much more than 
in the valley of the Jordan. 


Life is better there and it is 
fitting that Galilee should have 
been the scene of the happy 
part of Jesus's life, His child- 
hood, His peaceful and obscure 
working days and, later on, the 
first successes of His ministry. 
Judea was to be the land of 
sorrow. 


It is not without significance 
that during His formative years 
the book of nature should have 
showed his friendliest aspect; 
throughout the gospels we can 
trace references which show 
that the memory remaines.

As Crosby Sees It 


Commercials Fun 
It Cleverly Done

NEW YORK, Dee. 10. 


HERE'S BEEN A LOT of grumbling about commercials, 
which is sort of a national pastime like grousing about the 


weather. 


Well, there have been some pretty terrible ones 


but they aren’t all that way. Somewhat hesitantly I must admit 


that I like some commercials. 


Garry Moore's commercials 
on his morning show are never 
very hard to take and are fre- 
quently a lot of fun. Also, the 
tone of them fits so smoothly 
into the Moore type of enter- 
tainment that you're never 
quite sure when he’s selling 
something or when he’s just 
fooling. Just the other day, for 
instance, Moore announced 
blandly that he was going to do 
another television first—a soap 
opera: 

. _ . 

“YOU NORMALLY think of 
soap opera as one of those sen- 
timental stories about women 
that go on and on. But a real 
soap opera should be an opera 
about soap.” 

Which they forthwith pre- 
sented, Durward Kirby coming 
on in Siegfriedian costume to 
moan in song that while all the 
other warriors are off in a mon- 
strous battle, he was on KP. 
In came Denise Lor dressed as 
a Valkyrie to tell him—to the 
tune of “The Anvil Chorus”— 
all about the virtues of a prod- 
uct for cleaning pots and pans. 
For the final chorus, Moore 
joined in dressed as a kind of 
Brunhilde and singing, if my 
ears weren't playing me tricks, 
contralto. 

“I sure would like to see 
more funny commercials like 
that on TV,” announced Moore. 
I would too. Moore's commer- 
cials, incidentally, are prepared 
for him, not by his crew of 
writers, but by the ad agencies 
(in that case McCann-Frickson) 
and are especially tailored for 
his show.

Of course, the Moore show 
offers a lot more than com- 
mercials. Week in week out, 
halfan hour from Mondays 
through Thursdays and an hour 
and a half en Friday, it’s an 
amiable, spoofing show with 
sketches, sengs and monkey- 
shines that maintain a high 
level. I don’t know how they 
keep up the pace. 

Kirby, who used to be a 
straight announcer, has devel- 
oped into one of the most versa- 
tile muggers and comedians on 
the air and Miss Lor, a singer 
who could hardly say her own 
name without blushing when 
she joined the show five years 
ago, has turned virtually into 
the Nanette Fabray of daytime 
aye right 1955.

GROUP of artists to be or- 

ganized, sponsored and fi- 

nanced by the National 
Broadcasting Co, will make a 
tour of prominent North Ameri- 
can cities during the fall of 
1956 presenting opera in Eng- 
lish. Announcement to this ef- 
fect was recently made by Da- 
vid Sarnoff, chairman of the 
board of NBC and RCA-Victor. 
A request for additional infor- 
mation elicited the reply that 
casts, other personnel and the 
itinerary had not yet been de- 
cided but that the two operas 


to be presented were Puccini's 
“Madame Butterfly” and Mo- 
zart’s “Marriage of Figaro.” 


Apparently this touring com- 
pany will be a by-product of 
NBC's operatic program on tele- 
vision, an effort which has al- 
ready resulted in two produc- 
tions of superior quality and 
which will include about four 
more before the winter season 
is over. Among these will be 
a new treatment of Mozart's 
“Magic Flute” with an English 
libretto by W. H. Auden, a poet 
with an extensive knowledge of 
music and a particular affection 
for Mozart.

The books are “Art Treasures 
of the National Gallery, Lon- 
don,” by Sir Philip Hendy 
(Harry N. Abrams, New York, 
199 pp., $15) and “The Fifteenth 
Century: Van Eyck to Botti- 
celli,” by Jacques Lassaigne and 
Giulio Carlo Argan (Albert

Those present at the council 
meeting of the Gaghdad Pact 
states—Britain, Turkey, Iraq, 
Iran and Pakigstan—have let it

Leaders of Egypt, Syria, Jor- 
dan, Lebanon and Iraq—the 
five nations which fought the 
Israelis in 1948—have retreat- 
ed from the extremist view that 
Israel must be destroyed. 

One reason for this is said to 
be the intervention in the Mid- 
dle East by the Soviet Union, 
with a growing realization con- 
sequently that a centinued in- 
flux into the area of Communist 
arms can only end in the re- 
cipients being reduced to the 
status of Russian pawns. 

Those responsible for policy- 
making in the Arab states have 
not yet settled on a satisfactory 
way of making this view known 
to their peoples. But they are

that the existence of Israel 
means less of a risk than be- 
coming pawns of Moscow would 


mean. 
Last August Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles told 
Israel and Egypt the United 
States was prepared to offer 
frontier guaranties if those 
countries could agree on where 
their frontiers should be. 


On Nov. 8, British Frime Min- 
ister Eden urged the two sides 
to find a compromise between 
the borders fixed by the 1947 
United Nations resolution for 
partition of Palestine and the 
1949 armistice lines. The pro- 
posal brought Israel and the 
Arabs to a new awareness of 
the risks they were running by 
refusing a compromise settle- 
ment.

THE AUTHOR: Millions of Americans who see | Remember 
Mama on CBS-TV wonder what the real mother of writer 
Kathryn Forbes was like. Here is at least a partial answer. 


Almost every author has at least one admirer; someone 
who believes whole-heartedly in one’s particular talent, 
someone who takes time to write letters to say so 

I used to get some wonderful fan-letters. 

They were from my mother. 

Mother never let on about her letter-writing activity 
She did not realize that, after perusal by editors and 
publicity departments, these letters would be delivered 
to me. And I never told her. 

Mother, being Scandinavian, did not believe in spotl- 
ing her children with direct or frequent praise. We might 
become vain, she feared, or take to showing off. 

But whenever a short story or a book of mine ap- 
peared, there would arrive, in time, a restrained and 
polite fan-letter from my mother, pointing out to the 
editor or publisher what a really fine story they had 

She was far too honest to write her letters anony- 
mously. She might disguise her handwriting, but she 
always signed her own name. 

In her quiet way, she was also quite a salesman oO! 
my wares. When Mama’s Bank Account was published 
in 1943, my mother carried a copy of the book (title 
outward, so that people might see) everywhere she went 
On trains, streetcars or buses, she would enter into con- 
versation with strangers and talk about my book. 

When fabulous and wonderful things happened to my 
book — when John van Drutén made it into a play. / 
Remember Mama, and it became a resounding success 
on Broadway — my mother took it very quietly. Only ! 
knew that the steady stream of fan-letters was still 
going on. 

Her diligent efforts on my behalf did not cease. She 
even took to writing to the magazines where my store 
did not appear. 

When RKO made a movie of the book and play, she 
awaited eagerly the day 1 Remember Mama would 
premiere in San Francisco. And that was the day ™Y 
mother’s doctor called the family to say that she would 
have to go to the hospital soon. He gave us scant hope 
that her illness would be temporary. 

I took Mother to the very first showing of the picture 
I sat by her side, bereft with the secret knowledge. and 
tried to keep from crying. : 

Mother was first embarrassed by my public display of 
emotion, then impatient. “After all,” she reminded me, 
“this is only a movie.” ! 

“There's talk of a television series some day,” | wh's 
pered, trying to divert her attention. 

But before Mama began its Friday-night stand 0" 
television, our mother had left us, as quietly and as ga!- 
lantly as she had lived. 

Lonely months later, in the usual batch of business 
mail and forwarded memos, I was to find this letter: 

“Dear Sirs: | Remember Mama was a fine movie. | 
laughed a lot, but it made my daughter cry. I liked the 
book too. I like everything this author writes.” 

It was signed, firmly, with my mother’s name. .

A 55, AFTER a quarter of a century in motion

As a result, for a star of his stature, he is regarded 
in Hollywood as pretty much of a mystery man. 

Pat O'Brien, who grew up with Tracy in Milwaukee 
and roomed with him in New York when both were 
Struggling young ‘actors, says, “The only thing I can 
tell you about Spence is that he’s a moody, talented, 
unpredictable Mick who's so sentimental that he 
hides his sentiment under a mask of gruffness.” 

“The reason nobody knows too much about Tracy,” 
adds Jim Denton, of 20th Century-Fox, “is that for an 
actor he’s incredibly modest. He doesn’t like to talk 
about himself. When he came over here to do Broken 
Lance last year, all we got out of him was a single 
page of copy. When you look back over the record, 
however, you find that the guy has won two Oscars 
for Captains Courageous and Boys’ Town. He's also 
been in the first-box-office 10 for years, and he gets 
more fan mail than most other actors.” 

Generally speaking, moviegoers find a definite 
classification for their favorite stars. Clark Gable, for 
example, long has been regarded as a lover, John 
Wayne as an adventurer, Greer Garson as a lady of 
the landed gentry. ° 

Tracy's case defies classification. When Fox signed 
him 25 years ago, he was considered “too unhand- 


his youthful looks match the romantic mood. Then — 
as now — Tracy stood 5'10%", weighed about 175. 


some” for Romeo roles. He also was regarded as a 
playboy offscreen. “I used to drink in those days,” 
Tracy admits. “But never on a picture —- always be- 
tween. Anyway, the big shots were worried. They 
fired me, but at 8 o'clock that same night my agent 
took me over to MGM to have a talk with Louis B. 
Mayer, and he signed me to a contract. I stayed with 
Metro until this year.” 

At MGM during the 1930s it was decided that 
Tracy lacked feminine draw. He therefore was given 
a series of “good-natured goof” roles in which he 
consistently lost the girl to Clark Gable. He also ran 
a race with Paul Muni in depicting real-life characters 
on the screen. He played Father Flanagan in Boys’ 
Town, Edison the Man, Stanley and ‘Livingstone and 
others. 

The result was that movie fans could not fix Tracy 
in their minds’ eye with a simple, clear classification. 
Even more confusing, during World War II the studio 
suddenly altered its view concerning Tracy's sex 
appeal. He was given romantic leads, mostly opposite 
Katharine Hepburn (Adam's Rib, Keeper of the 
Flame, Without Love). Not too surprisingly, he soared 
to new ity heights. 

In the 1950s, however, Tracy returned to character

roles in such films as Father's Little Dividend, The 
Actress and Bad Day at Black Rock. So that as a 
movie star he still remains all things to all men. 

Years ago, after discarding alcohol, Tracy took up 
polo. When a close friend of his, Adrian Roark, was 
killed playing the sport, he, too, abandoned it on 
the insistent advice of his studio. He next tried yacht- 
ing, then gave that up also. The fact is that his prime 
interest in life has always been acting —- he began on 
the New York stage in 1922 and came to Hollywood 
in 1930— and he will let nothing interfere in his 
driving determination to give every role his best. 

A few weeks ago when I walked into the bar of the 
Hotel del Alpes in Chamonix, a picturesque French 
village at the base of the Alps where the Mountain 
company was on location, Harry Mines, a Paramount 
press agent, was lecturing Tracy on the need for pub- 
licity cooperation. 

“We have a still photographer,”’. Mines stormed, 
“and his job is to take pictures. You won't let him, 
and | think that’s pretty uncooperative.” 

“Now wait a minute,” Tracy roared. “Wait one 
minute.” He ran a hand across his weather-beaten 
face and downed a straight shot of —- milk. 

“Did you mention the word, ‘job’?” he asked omi- 
nously. There was a dramatic pause, befitting a vet- 
eran actor. “Well, I've got a job, too. I've got a job 
to act in this picture, and | mean to do it as well as 
I can. I'm not going to let anyone interfere with 
that. I get up at 5:30 every morning, and we've got 
to hike up the mountain. It’s 10, 12, 13 thousand 
feet up. How many times you been up, Harry, once?

“Well, the air’s pretty thin up there and after you 
trudge for two hours, it’s a little tough to breathe. I 
stand in the snow with a pack on my back and I try 
to give the scene everything I've got.

Their son's deafness taught the 


Tracys a lifelong understanding 


in Tracy's case his first sorrow occurred 
30 years ago when his son John was born 
deaf. In turning this tragedy into a tri- 
umph, the young actor revealed a certain 
nobility, a grandeur of spirit that today 
is one of Tracy’s outstanding traits. He 
may be moody, enigmatic, publicity-shy 
and seemingly far removed from reality 
—— but let anyone around him get into 
trouble, and he’s the first to help. 

Bob Wagner, for example, the young 
actor who plays Tracy's kid brother in 
The Mountain, says: “Spence is one of 
the kindest guys in this business. The 
hints and tips he’s given me, not only in 
this picture but in Broken Lance — it 
would've taken me 10 years to pick them 
up on my own. Why did he do it? Be- 
cause I’m inexperienced and he happens 
to be a sweet human being.” 

Says Bob O'Donnell, Texas theater- 
circuit owner, “Tracy made a trailer for 
our crippled-children’s fund a few years 
ago. Thanks to him we helped raise a 
million dollars. | know no other man 
more sensitive to the suffering of others.” 

At the time his son was born, Spencer 
Tracy was a 25-year-old actor working 
for the Wright Stock Company in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. He would commute each 
week between Grand Rapids and Mil- 
waukee, where his wife was living with 
his parents. And he was blissfully happy. 

He was married to Louise Treadwell, a 
strikingly beautiful actress who'd been a 
leading lady with the Leonard Wood 
Stock Company when Tracy was_little 
more than a spear-carrier for the same 
outfit. The future of the young couple 
looked bright. When Tracy's weekly 
salary was raised to $125, he moved his 
family into an apartment hotel in Grand 
Rapids. 
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It was there one day that Louise Tracy 
discovered her baby was deaf. As she 
herself narrates the experience: “Our 
son Johnny was about 10 months old. He 
was taking his afternoon nap out on the 
sleeping porch, sleeping very late, when 
I decided to wake him. 1 remember that 
I let the screen door slam. (You remem- 
ber things like that sometimes). Still 
Johnny didn't wake. 

“I bent down beside his crib and 
called, ‘Johnny, time to wake up.’ There 
was no response. I moved closer and this 
time I fairly shouted in his ear. ‘Johnny! 
Johnny! Wake up!" Then finally |! 
touched him. His blue eyes opened, and 
he looked up at me, and I knew the 
truth. He was deaf. 

“I had never known a deaf person, 
and I was scared stiff. I didn’t know what

more frightening than ignorance. | didn’t 
tell Spence, but I took Johnny to an ear 
specialist in Milwaukee. He asked me a few 
questions, then examined the baby. He rang 
bells, blew whistles and used a little tuning 
fork. Then he turned to me and said, ‘Mrs. 
Tracy, your child is really too young to 
test. Take him home, keep him well and in 
a few years bring him back.’ 

“I told the doctor that I knew John was 
deaf. I was sure of it. What could we do 
about it? That's what | wanted to know. 
The doctor said it was nerve deafness and 
there wasn’t anything we could do. 

“Then I asked him the one question that 
I had been carrying around in my heart 
and mind for weeks. “Will my baby ever 
talk?’ ” 

The otologist looked at Loutse Tracy 
sadly. He explained that children learned 
to talk through hearing, by imitation. If 
John couldn’t hear any sounds, it could be 
assumed he couldn't imitate any. So he 
never would learn to talk. 

“For weeks,” Louise Tracy recalls, “] 
carried that secret around with me, tight 
and locked up. Somehow, I couldn't bring 
myself to tell Spence. I struggled on from 
day to day feeling helpless and lost. 

“Finally, Spence came home one day. 
‘For goodness’ sake,’ he demanded. “What's 
the matter with you, Louise? You've been 
acting so strange lately.’ 1 told him Johnny 
was deaf. 

“I'll never forget his reaction. He 

slumped into a chair. He buried his face in 
his hards. His body was racked with sighs. 
Watching him sit there in anguish, I felt my 
heart would break. I tried to get through to 
him, tried to tell him how much more we 
could mean to Johnny because of his deaf- 
ness. . 
“After a while Spence got up. It- was a 
Sunday. ‘Louise,’ he said. ‘Get a baby-sitter. 
We're going out to the carnival tonight. 
We're not going to let this get us down 
ever.”” 

And it never has — partly because that 
first doctor was wrong on one point. | 

When Johnny was 21 months old, Mrs. 
Tracy took him to a well-known New York 
otologist. The doctor tested the child and 
said, “Your boy is totally deaf and there's 
nothing / can do about it. But there's plenty 
you can do. Your child can learn to lip- 
read. He can learn to talk. He can do almost 
anything that a hearing person can do, but 
you and your husband have a job to do.” 

The Tracys accepted the challenge. lt 
took time, money, patience, years of effort 
and experiment. But today their son John is 
a happily married man of 30. Having 
learned to lip-read, he was graduated from 
Pasadena Junior College and now talks, 


understands, works as a Cartoonist and lives 
a normal life in suburban Westwood with 
his charming wife and 3-year-old boy, 
Joseph Spencer Tracy. 

So that other parents of deaf children 
might learn from her experience in raising 
and training her son, Mrs. Tracy. founded 
the John Tracy Clinic in Los Angeles 13 
years ago. The first free clinic of its kind in 
the world, it has helped set thousands of 
deaf children on the path to speech. The 
funds to get started were donated by 
Spencer Tracy, who insists that he’s had 
virtually nothing to do with the now world- 
famous institution. 


‘Keep Me Out of It’ 


“The whole thing,” he claims, “was 
Louise’s idea. She’s the woman who's de- 
voted her life to the project. If there's any 
credit coming, it’s hers. Keep me out of it.” 

Three years ago, after Mrs. Tracy had 
been awarded honorary degrees by the Uni- 
versity of Southern California and North- 
western University, her actor husband was 


called upon to say a few words at the open- 


ing of the clinic’s new headquarters on Los 
Angeles’ Adams Boulevard. 

“Despite its great fame and following,” 
Tracy began, “there is nothing Hollywood 
has done or-ever will do which exceeds the 
contribution Louise has made to the wel- 
fare of so many children.” 

Then he stepped down, walked over to 
his wife and proudly kissed her. 
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The Tracys have another child, Susan, 
22, who is taking vocal lessons and hopes 
to become a singer. But of Susie, like the 
other members of his immediate family, 
Tracy dislikes to talk. 

“It’s one of my peculiarities,” he affirmed 
some time ago, “that I won't talk about my 
family. An actor gets little enough privacy 
as is. The life I live at home I try to keep 
entirely separate from my work. I think 
I'm entitled to do so. It’s the only oppor- 
tunity I have to forget shop completely. 
I don’t think that’s, being snooty. It’s a 
practical way of preserving something that 
I don’t want spoiled.” 

According to newsmen, it’s a practical 
way of becoming a male Greta Garbo. But 
Tracy never has concerned himself with the 
diatribes of reporters. “The only thing that 
worries him,” declares his brother and busi- 
ness manager, Carroll, “is his work. About 
that he is Hollywood's No. | worry-wart. In 
fact, if he isn’t worrying, he isn’t happy. 
Twenty-five years ago his wife wrote her 
sister that Spence didn’t photograph too 
well and there wasn't much of a chance that 
he'd ever become a success on the screen. 
Spence is still worried that Louise may have 
been right.” .

DENVER, COLO. 
Judaism, oldest of the major faiths followed today in the U.S., 
is a religion of ceremonial rituals steeped in tradition and — 
to many Americans — somewhat enigmatic. It traces its be- 
ginnings back to Abraham, mentioned in Genesis, who is con- 
sidered its founder. Through the ensuing centuries, Judaism has 
flourished as the fountainhead of faith that still inspires an 
estimated 5,500,000 Jews in the United States. 

In modern times, two different forms of worship have 
evolved from the Orthodox: the Conservative and the Reform. 
Yet, whatever their differences, Jews today still hand down 
their ancient faith in the ancient way — from father to son. 
They accept each new generation into the Congregation when, 
in the time-honored tradition, it is ready to “come of age.”

portant ceremonials held in the synagogue. It is a rite partict- 
pated in only by males, and is usually on the first Saturday 
after a boy has reached the age of 13. Marking his entry into 
the Congregation as a full-fledged member, in essence it ts an- 
other form of a dramatic experience common to children of 
all faiths: Confirmation. (Today the analogy is even closer: 
In some Reform synagogues boys may continue their religious 
training in post-Bar Mitzvah classes, which also include girls. 
On completion of Sunday School there at age 15 or 16, both 


boys and girls may be confirmed in the Temple. ) 


As we know it today, the Bar Mitzvah — literally, “Son of 
the Commandment” — can be traced back only about 700 
years. But the age of 13 seems to have significance reaching 
into earliest Jewish history. Tradition declares, for example, that 
Abraham rejected the idolatry of his father, Terah, and became 
a worshiper of God at 13. Esau and Jacob went to school .to- 
gether until they were 13, then went their separate ways — 
Jacob to the “house of the law,” Esau to the “house of idols.” 


Levi, son of Jacob, was called a man at the age of 13. 


Such, briefly, is the background of the ceremony in which a 
Jewish boy becomes a man. Today Parape records the Bar 
Mitzvah of Mark Horwich of Denver, held here recently in 


Temple Emanuel (a Reform synagogue). 


Mark actually began preparing for the event when he was 
only 5S years old. The son of Herman Horwich, a business 
he received his first instruction 
when Manuel Breslaw, venerable Jewish scholar, came (tO 
Mark’s home to start teaching him Hebrew. 

Breslaw brought with him a Hebrew primer, placed a drop of 
honey on the first page and told Mark to kiss it. Then he said: 
“This pleasant association of the taste of honey with the -

learning of Hebrew should last you through life.”

Mark studied Hebrew for eight years. In 
weekly lessons Breslaw taught him not only 
the language but the customs and traditions 
of his people. Together they talked about the 
history of the Jews, the significance of Jewish 
holidays and — most important of all — the 
measure of responsibility Mark would some 
day assume as a Jew. 

His years of preparation were climaxed 
with the study of the Torah, the ancient book 
of Hebrew law. The Torah, which contains 
the five books of Moses — the Pentateuch — 
includes the fundamental history and phi- 
losophy of Jewish life and the 613 laws gov- 
erning religious Jews. 


Revelation vs. Inspiration 


Orthodox Judaism believes that the Torah 
is a revelation from God. Consequently, all 
its laws and precepts must be followed ex- 
actly. Reform Judaism believes that its faith 
is the sum of the religious experience of the 
Jewish people, and that the Torah was writ- 
ten by men inspired by God. Accordingly, 
even the traditional observance may be 
changed to reflect the modern world. 

The service performed at Temple Emanuel 
was patterned after that of the Orthodox 
tradition, except that in the latter the men 
would wear the traditional skull cap, the 
tallith (white prayer shawl), and the fefillin 
or phylacteries (little black boxes strapped 
on the left arm and forehead) while reciting 
weekday morning prayers. The last may be 
considered symbolic of the way Jews are 
bound by the laws of their faith. 

Temple Emanuel, oldest and largest Jew- 
ish Congregation in Colorado, was founded 
one year before Colorado became a state. It 
has a membership of 950 families and an en- 
roliment of 750 children in its Sunday School. 
Its leader is Rabbi Joel Zion, one of more 
than 700 Reform rabbis in the U.S. There 
are also more than 1,000 Orthodox rabbis 
and about 600 Conservative. 

But tradition held sway for the most part 
at Mark's Bar Mitzvah. This was the day 
when his father would stand up in the Syna- 


“Blessed be He Who has freed me from be- 


ing responsible for this young man’s con- 
duct.” 


Henceforth, according to the ancient tra- 
dition, Mark’s sins no longer were on his 
father’s shoulders, and he no longer would 
benefit from his father’s virtues. After the 
day of his Bar Mitzvah, Mark himself would 
be accountable for his own vows and, in the 
eyes of God, would participate fully in the 
Jewish community. He would be accepted as 
a member of the Congregation and counted 
in the Minyan (quorum) required for Con- 
gregat:onal worship. He would be expected 
to obey the laws of the Jews, contribute to 
charity and accept the communal and per 
sonal responsibility of Judaism. 

On the morning of the ceremony, Mark 
dressed in his new Bar Mitzvah suit, took his 
place at the altar at the beginning of the 
regular Sabbath service. With him were Rabbi 
Zion, an assistant rabbi and Mark's father. 

The service opened traditionally with the 
Benediction and a hymn led by the boys’ 
choir. Regular responsive readings followed; 
as Temple Emanuel is Reform, most of the 
service was in English. When the choir had 
finished another hymn, Mark moved into his 
rehearsed position between Rabbi Zion and 
his father, facing the sacred Ark in which the 
Torah rests. 

Then the Bar Mitzvah (the term means 
the boy as well as the ceremony) listened as 
Rabbi Zion intoned the opening words: 

“You are now ready to take your place in 
your responsibilities as a Jew. May you do 
so with dignity and honor ... May the Lord 
bless thee and keep thee. May the Lord let 
His countenance shine upon thee and be gra- 
cious unto thee. May the Lord lift up His 
countenance to thee and grant thee peace.” 

Half-frightened, his knees shaking a bit, 
Mark tried hard to act as responsible and 
adult as the Congregation expected him to. 
All morning he had bucked up his courage 
by promising himself he wouldn't be nervous. 
After all, he had rehearsed his speech a 
thousand times, studied for two months the 
passage he was to read from the Torah. 

Everything was very quict. To his own 

ise, Mark now felt confident and un- 
afraid. As the Rabbi removed one of the 
three Torahs, Mark waited for his father to 


reach for the scroll and hand it on to him. 


This is the symbol of the passing of the law 
through generations from father to son.

In the next moment, the Bar Mitzvah, 
holding the sacred object in both hands, was 
facing his Congregation. To the accompani- 
ment of sonorous chords from the organ, 
Mark moved exactly as he had practiced so 
many times. Now he was standing next to the 
gowned Rabbi, waiting for him to open the 
scroll and indicate where Mark was to read. 

As Rabbi Zion moved a pointer to guide 
his reading, Mark recited the portion of the 
Torah dealing with the kindling of the 
Eternal Light, which symbolizes the eternal 
Spirit of God. Then he read and translated a 
passage from the Haftarah (the Prophets), 
read during each service as a supplement to 
the Torah.

who had helped him accomplish his Bar 
Mitzvah. Part of his oration ran: “My dear 
parents, relatives, friends and teachers. I shall 
try with all my heart and soul to be worthy of 
all and to live in the spirit of Scriptural ad- 
monition ...and to apply the teachings of 
the Torah to my entire life. Amen.” 

And to Mother, Dad and Sister listening 
proudly before him, that was the finest 
speech ever made anywhere by anyone. 

The hour-long service was concluded with 
a sermon by Rabbi Zion based on a portion 
of the Torah Mark had read. He told his 
audience that this particular scroll was more 
than 100 years old. It had been used in a 
synagogue in Germany and had been parti- 
ally destroyed by the Nazis. Restored, it had 
been bought by Temple Emanuel and placed 
in the Ark with the other two Torahs.

BROCKTON, MASS. 
After my son Rocky beat Archie Moore in their fight 
this fall, lots of people asked me: “When is Rocky going 
to retire?” I don’t know the answer, because I never ask 
Rocky what his plans are. But I wish Rocky would quit. 
1 wish he would quit right now. 

Sure I'm proud and happy that he is champion, and 
I thank God all the time. But | worry about him; now that 
he is champion, Rocky looks older than his 31! years. 
There is a great strain on him. Today he is here, then to- 
morrow he is in some place like California. Rocky never 
says anything, but I know he feels a big responsibility about 
being the champion, and he worries that he will do right. 

Also there is always a lot of people who bother him. He 
always has to do favors. He never can stay with his family. 
He can’t lead his own life. He can’t stay at home and see his 
baby growing up. 

I want Rocky to quit because I worry about the people 
he meets in the fight business. I fear that all they do is just 
take money from my Rocky. They need him to make money 
and they might do bad things to get more money.

My first child died at birth; a year later 
I had Rocco. Then every two years like 
clé¢kwork I had a baby, until Peter came 
14 years ago. 

I knew all the time in my heart that 
Rocky would be something. I love all my 
children the same, but Rocky is my first, 
and a mother has a certain feeling about 
the first boy. 

Rocky could have been a success in 
almost anything because he always thought 
big. He was never satisfied with small 
things. He started fighting while he was 
in the Army during World War Il, and 
of course I didn’t know anything about 
it‘4f he had been home, he would never 
have started. | would have been after him 
to stay away from it, and he would have 
listened to me. 

When he came home and started to 
fight in the amateurs, I saw that was what 
he wanted to do, so I didn’t say anything. 
But I prayed: “God, if that is what he 
wants, please take care of him.” 

In the beginning, lots of people dis- 
couraged me. They told me that Rocky 
was no good — that he would get a bad 
beating. | wouldn't say anything to him — 
heiad to live his own life — but | would 
pray. Of course I didn’t know much about 
fighting, and never did I think my boy 
would become so big a fighter. 

But now that he has done what he 
wanted — now that he is champion — I 
must say to him what is in my heart: 
Rocky, God has listened to my prayers, 
for He has been very good to us. But now 
I think you should retire. You have won 
enough. 

Rocky knows how I feel and he is 
always telling me: “Ma, you just take it 
easy and be quiet.” He always wants me 
not to be nervous. 

On the day that he fights, though, I 
think he is the only member of our family 
who is not nervous. He never asks me 
to see him fight, and I never want to go. 
Other people in the family go, and though 
they don’t tell Rocky, they are all nervous. 

I always go to church with a friend of 


mine on the day Rocky fights. She's a_ 


lady I've known for a long time. After 
church we go back to her house — just the 


two of us. This lady is a good friend, but 
I never tell anybody who she is so that 
there won't be telephone calls and tele- 
grams and everything. 

When we get to her house, she turns 
the clock back so I don’t know what time 
it is. | know that she turns the clock back, 
but I never say anything. I like this be- 
cause when the clock shows that Rocky 
is stepping into the ring, tHe fight actually 
may be all over. 

We usually sit and watch television — 
anything but the fight. My friend keeps 
sneaking in to her radio to find out what's 
happening. Then, when it’s all over, | 
go home. Most of the time I don't even 
know what I saw on the television. 


it’s Hard on Brothers 


A lot of people think I am foolish for 
wanting Rocky to retire. They say it will 
be easier for his brothers to become some- 
body. They are wrong; it will be harder. 
Everybody will expect them to become 
champions in whatever they do. But may- 
be they won't have the same luck that 
Rocky had. Also, they won't let Rocky 
do anything for them because he is the 
champion. But if he weren't, I think maybe 
then they would let him help.

Up there I can en- 
joy the good food, the healthy air of the 
mountains. I read and write, and just take 
it easy.

Unfortunately, I do not have 
aS much time as before to see them, and 
they try not to bother me. This has made 
me very sad. I think that if Rocky were 
no longer the champion, we would have 
more time to be with these old friends. 

But there are bigger reasons why I wish 
Rocky would not fight any more. There is 
my boy Connie, who's in the Army now. 
lf Rocky were not fighting, I do not think 
Connie would take it up. I don’t want him 

or any of my other sons — to fight. | 
say to them: “If you do that to me, then 
you have no heart for your mother.” 

My youngest boy, Peter, is now on the 
football team at Brockton High School. 
Football is all right, but I like baseball best 
for my sons. Both Connie and Peter like 
baseball, and I am glad. But I want them 
to learn a lot of things, not just sports. It’s 
nice to have a talent for sports, but when 
you reach 30 or 35 you must be able to 
do other things. 

If Rocky doesn't stop fighting soon, 
I'm afraid it will be harder for him to 
lead a natural life later on.

Public Shooting Area in Old Mingo Swamp 
Provides Good Hunting at a Nominal Cost 


? 


OUTHEAST MISSOURI'S FAMOUS MINGO SWAMP is regain- 
ing its long-lost renown as one of the country’s finest duck 
shooting areas. Before it was drained some 35 years ago, the 

Mingo wilderness was a principal congregating place for water- 
fowl traveling the Mississippi Flyway, but when the habitat was 
destroyed, the birds disappeared. Now, with much of the old basin 
restored to swampland, ducks are returning in large numbers. 

This fall, for the first time since establishment of the Mingo 
National Wildlife Refuge, hunting is being permitied in the adja- 
cent Duck Creek Wildlife Management Area. The 22,000-acre 
refuge is a federally owned sanctuary where migratory waterfow] 
can rest and feed without molestation on their southward flight 
each fall. The 6000-acre game management area, which adjoins 
the refuge on the north, is owned and operated by the state as a 

c shooting grounds. This arrangement, considered a model 
hme = A provides hunters of modest means with good 
shooting at nominal cost and still safeguards the duck population. 

More than 130,000 ducks in the first big flight of the season 
stop at the Mingo refuge, and every day about 100 hunters in 
the Creek area have been blasting away at birds entering 
and leaving the nearby haven. During the first month of the 70- 
day season, the kill totaled 5258 ducks, an average of almost one 
and one-half per gun per day. In most public shooting areas, be- 
cause they attract many novice hunters, the average is less than 
one duck per gun per day. 

The Mingo refuge was established three years ago by the 
United States Fish and Wildlife Service. At the same time the Mis 
souri Conservation Commission set up the Duck Creek area. The 
associated are working well in accomplishing the purposes 
for which were founded: The refuge maintains the duck sup- 
ply, the management area controls the kill.

When the season opened, 30 blinds were operated in the wildlife area 
but more have been added as the season progressed. Now 63 are in use. 
Each can accommodate up to four hunters, is rented for $1 per party. The 
blinds are arranged in a grid pattern in the three reservoirs of the public 
hunting ground so that none is closer than a quarter-mile to another. 
Thus each blind has a large exclusive shooting area. Gravel roads on 
the levees that form the reservoirs enable hunters to drive at least part- 
way to their blinds. 

Guides are not available and neither are eating and sleeping facili- 
ties. The commission recommends that hunters wear hip boots, carry 
flashlights and use dogs to retrieve crippled ducks. Reservations are lim- 
ited to the capacity of the blinds and must be made in advance by writ- 
ing the commission's headquarters at Puxico. 

The commission's close control of shooting in the wildlife area is for 
the benefit of both the ducks and duck hunters. Whenever the kill reaches 
proportions deemed harmful to the duck population, the commission can 
protect the supply of waterfowl by closing off the area to shooting, regard- 
less of the time remaining in the hunting season.

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SHORTAGE IN 
THE COUNTY 


Makeshift Quarters Are in Use in Some 
Areas Due to Great Gains in Population 


By GARY W. FERGUSON of the PICTURES Staff 


ISCUSSIONS at the recent White 
House Conference on Education 
again emphasized the nation's 

basic school problems as: Where are 
the classrooms and the teachers coming 
from? This is not to deny the underly- 
ing importance of the continuing debate 
over just what the schools should ac- 
complish. But the nation, already woe- 
fully short of both teachers and school 
buildings, is confronted with the pros- 
pect of huge annual increases in enroll- 
ments for the next several years. There 
obviously must be rooms and teachers 
before accom; lishment of any kind. 

St. Louis County is a case in point. 
The number of children in public schools 
was 48,128 in 1945. Enrollment is ex- 
pected to climb to at least 115,000 by 
1960, George W. Vossbrink, county 
school superintendent, says. That is a 
35 per cent jump from this year’s total 
of 84,477. To house the additional pupils, 
about $20,000,000 worth of new buildings 
will be needed. At least 1000 more 
classroom teachers will be required. 

And if not a single additional stu- 
dent were to register, several districts 
in the county would face formidable 
building and staff problems to catch 
up with enrollment gains that already 
have occurred. 

For many children, classrooms either 
are overcrowded or makeshift. Only by 
raiding communities outside the county, 
where salaries are lower, and by per- 
suading married former instructors to 
return to the schoolroom have many 
of the county districts been able to keep 
enough faculty members. 

By next fall, the county—with one- 


seventh of the state's population—could 
absorb about one - half of the elementary 
teachers who will be graduated from 
Missouri colleges in June. 

In some fast-growing districts like 
Ferguson-Florissant (R-2) and Riverview 
Gardens, there is a serious question 
about where money for enough new 
buildings may come from. R-2 enroll- 
ment, for example, has risen from 3162 
in 1951, when the district was formed, 
to 5841 this year. It is expected to soar 
to 11,783 by 1960. 

Attempting to keep pace with the 
increase, R-2 voters have kept the dis- 
trict’s debt for new buildings at the 
maximum permitted by the State Consti- 
tution. As a result of the county - wide 
reassessment, the district's limit—10 per 
cent of assessed valuation—will rise 
about $1,800,000 on January 1. The 
school board has scheduled a $1,800. 
000 bond issue vote for January 12. 

Bul R-2 Superintendent V. C. Mc- 
Cluer says that even if the district con- 
tinues to borrow the maximum amount 
allowed, it will be unable to build as 
many schools in the next five years as it 
will need. “More money,” McCluer says, 
“will have to be made available in 
some way. 

Three possibilities were recom- 
mended at the White House conference: 
Federal aid, more help by the individual 
states, and increases in the amounts 
districts can borrow. To ease the teach- 
er shortage, the conference a ee 
Better pay, improved working conditions, 
greater support for teacher - training 
schools and more scholarships for pro- 
spective teachers.

T 10:36 IN THE MORNING, Navy Diver Joseph R. 
Tallarico descended into the cold, black water of 
Chesapeake Bay. His job was to fasten a cable 
to a dummy mine containing scientific instruments and 
photographic equipment so it could be pulled up. He 
expected to surface himself in about 20 minutes. But it 
: was nearly nine hours later before he was back on a 
deck of a boat, fatigued and chilled through after a dra- 
matic rescue. 

Tallarico was in the water, at a depth of about 130 
feet, for 15 minutes when the anchor of the boat above 
him pulled loose and the boat began to drift, pulling him 
toward deeper water. Another anchor, attached by a 
chain to the first, dragged and pinned him, his life 
| and air hose to one of the anchors. Twenty divers sum- 

moned for the rescue were hampered by tide and rough 
water. After five hours, during which time Tallarico 


talked over his intercommunication wire to those on the 
boat, the divers reached him. 

Three hours were spent in bringing Tallarico to the 
surface. Doctors advised the slow ascent so the diver 
would not suffer an attack of the dread divers’ disease 
known as “the bends,’ which results from a too- sudden 
change of pressure.

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ST. LOUIS UNIVERSITY'S 
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PLANS FOR EXPANSION 


$100,000,000 Program for Immediate and Future Growth 


By ROBERT E. HANNON of the PICTURES Staff 


HE $100,000,000 LONG-RANGE development program just 

announced by St. Louis University provides for dramatic 

rehabilitation and expansion of the school’s historic midtown 
campus. The building plans are the most striking feature of the 
comprehensive program, which was formulated after a three- 
year study of the Catholic university's role in meeting present 
and future educational requirements of the community. 

They envisage a beautiful, spacious campus — something 
the institution has lacked in its crowded location in the highly 
urbanized. Grand -Lindell area. Many new buildings of con- 
temporary architectural style are planned, additional land is to 
be acquired both east and west of Grand boulevard, and several 
old structures are marked for eventual demolition, including 
venerable DuBourg Hall, at present the university's main build- 
ing, on Grand boulevard. 

This campus development, estimated to cost $33,500,000, is 
designed to make the university's physical plant a model of 
educational efficiency. However, it is only one element of the 
four-part program which blueprints the growth of the school for 
probably the next half-century. The other three parts provide 
for: (1) Expanding the faculty and increasing teachers’ salaries 
to maintain quality of education; (2) establishing sizable student 
aid funds so capable students can have a college education, 
regardless of their economic circumstances; (3) modernizing 
teaching and research “tools” through endowed departments 
and expanded laboratory and clinical facilities. 

While no time limit is set for consummation of the program, 
the university feels at least half of it must be made a reality 
within 15 years if the school is to fulfill its responsibilities. Un-

derscoring the immediate need is steadily increasing enrollment, 
which is expected to reach 18,000 to 20,000 by 1970—about 
double the present number of students. Because of this pressure, 
each part of the over-all program is divided into two phases, 
a first stage for immediate development and the remainder for 
ultimate development. First stage expenditures total $41,600,000. 

Campus development in the first stage, already under way, 

will cost $13,500,000. It embraces construction of five new build- 
ings, purchase of other property in the school’s present campus 
area bounded roughly by Grand and Lindell boulevards, —- 
and Laclede avenues; and acquisition of an adjoining six - block 
tract east of Grand for later expansion. The latter would be con- 
tingent on the city’s slum clearance program through which this 
blighted area would be made available for redevelopment. 

Of the five buildings scheduled for construction in the near

Toy Cookies That Children Can Fashion 
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Miss Ellerbrock crushes cardamon seed to flavor 
e cooky dough which she fashions into Christmas 
tree ornaments. Butter is used to grease baking pans. 


Flat oval pieces of dough are used to 
form the body of the figures, a smaller 
round piece being placed on top for the head. 


3 Pieces of dough are rolled into long round strips to 
e form the arms and legs. Bodies are shaped and 
padded with extra dough to resemble living forms. 


RNAMENTAL COOKIES for the Christ- 
mas tree may be fashioned by even 
the very young struggling artists in the 

family. They are made by Miss Dorothy El- 
lerbrock of St. Louis, who comes from a long 
family line of bakers. Making them is too 
time-consuming for commercial production, 
but she makes them in her home for young 
friends. The dough, of putty-like consistency, 
does not stick to the hands, which makes it 
desirable for the small fry to work with. 

Miss Ellerbrock makes this old-fashioned 

dough with honey and sour cream, and fla- 
vors it with cardamon seed crushed with a 
mortar and pestle. Sugar and butter are 
creamed together, then the honey, beaten

egg, flavoring and salt are blended in. Sour 


cream mixed with baking soda is added al- 


ternately with the flour to make a very stiff 
but pliable dough. If dough is sticky, a little 
more flour should be added. Dough is chilled 
until it can be molded with ease. By padding 
the figures with bits of dough, a third -dimen- 
sional effect may be achieved. Outlines and 
indentations are made with a toothpick, and 
a checkered effect may be given by making 
light crisscross cuts with a knife and brush- 
ing with color. Then, molded cookies are 
baked about 12 minutes in a 325- to 350-degree 
oven. When baked, the dough will have risen, 


leaving spaces in between the score lines un- 
colored. Food colors may be mixed or di- 
luted with water for variety. Eyes, nose and 
mouth are tinted with sharp point of a tooth- 
pick. This decorating will not crack off like 
a sugar icing, and it may be adapted to an 
endless variety of designs and shapes for 
other seasons. 

INGREDIENTS: One-half cup butter or 
margarine, one-half cup each of sugar, honey 
and thick sour cream, one egg; one and one- 
half teaspoons baking soda, two and one- 
fourth teaspoons salt, one teaspoon crushed 
cardamon and four and one-half cups flour 
(more if needed). Food colorings, candies 
and colored sugars as needed.
